RAILWAYS' MOVE 
TO LOWER WAGES 



President Roosevelt Urges Im- 
portance of Securing ■ 
IVlediation

Letter Provoked lay Ciiarg»e 
Levelled' at .Federal and 
State' Laws 



V,^ashington, Feb'. 19. — Serjoug In- 
dustrial disputes in 'prospect' 'were in 
tlie mind of President Koosevelt when 
he wrote a letter to the Interstate 
commerco coinmissioii yesterday, 
which was made publlo today. The 
president's letter follows: 

Whito House, "Washington, D. C, 
Feb. IS, ia08. 

To the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, — I am informed that a num- 
ber of railroad companies have served 
notice of a proposed reduction of 
wages on their employees. One of 
these, the Louisville & A'ashviUe, in 
announcing the reduction, states that 
the drastic laws Inimical to the inter- 
ests of the railways which have in the 
the past year or two been enacted by 
congress and tlie state legislatures are 
largely responsible or chiefly respon- 
sible for the conditions reciuirlng the 
reduction?. 

Under such circumstances it is pos- 
sible that the iiublic may soon be con- 
fronted by serious industrial dis- 
putes, and the law provides that In 
such cases either party may demand 
the services of your chairman, and of 
tho~commissioner of labor as a board 
of mediation and conciliation. 

These reductions in wages may bo 
warranted, or they may not. As to 
this the public, which is a vitally in- 
terested party, can. form no jtidgment 
without! a' more complete knowledge' of 
the essential facts' a«d the-sreal "merits 
of the; case; thati -It 'no,w^-has, or than 
it can possibly obtain from the special 
pleadings certain' to be 'put - forth by 
each side,, in - case "their .disputes shou Id 
bring .about serious interruptions to 
traffic," > , 

it the reduction in ■wages is due to 
natural v caupes,::) the:s losa vttein^ such 
that the burden- should bei find is, 
equitably distributed between capital- 
ist and wage worker, the public should 
know It. If it Is caused by legisla- 
tion, the jjubllc and congress should 
know it; and if It Is caused by miscon- 
duct in the past of the financial or 
other operations of any railroad, then 
everybody should know it, especially 
if the excuse of unfriendly, legislation 
is advanced as a method of covering 
up past business misconduct by the 
railroad managers, or as a Justifica- 
tion for failure to treat fairly the 
wage-earning employees .of the, com- 
pany. ii'Moreover, ijany;, industrial con- 
flict between a railroad • corporation 
and its employees offers peculiar op- 
portunities to a small number of evil- 
disposed persons to destroy life and 
property and foment public disorder. 

Of course, if life, property and pub- 
lic order are endangered, prompt and 
drastic measures for their protection 
becomes tlie first plain duty. AH 
other i.ssuos then become subordinate 
to tlie preservation o£ the public peace, 
and the real merits «f the controversy 
are necessarily lost fi-om view. This 
vital consideration should bo ever kept 
in mind by all law-abiding and far 
sighted members of labor organiza 
tions. It Is sincerely to be lioped, 
therefore, that any wage controversy 
that may arise between the railroads 
and their employees inay find a peace 
ful solution through the methods of 
conciliation aria arbitration already 
provided by eongrefss, which have 
proven so effective during the past 
year. To this end the commls.slon 
should bo in a position to have avail 
able tor any board of conciliation of 
arbitration relevant data pertaining to 
such carriers as may become involved 
ill industrial disputes. Should con 
cillation fall to effect a settlement 
and arbitration be rejected, accurate 
Information should bo available in or 
der to develop properly informed pub 
He opinion.

His counsel, \V. C. Cobeil, informed 
Commissioner Alexander today that 
his client liad been committed to an 
insane asylum by an order of a jus- 
tice of New Yoric state supreme court. 
The counsel for tho Britisli govern- 
ment stated that they were not in- 
formed tliat Caldwell was to be placed 
in an asylum, and that Caltlwell'.s pre- 
vious failure to appear before the 
commissioner to answer to the charge 
of perjury ^had been attributed to 
physical disability only,, wllhftut any 
mention of mental trouble. 

"DTd you not come to me and ask

well landed in this country?" asked the 
commissioner. "You must have had 
this matter in view beloro he landed.

— Scores of gaily 
clad Gypsies crowded into Ju.itice 
Dowling's court in general sessions to- 
day, when four of the members of the 
Stanley Gypsies were put on trial 
cliargfd with grand larceny and rob- 
bery. The comiJlainarits were members 
of the Pearse camp, a rival Gypsy 
tribe. The robbery is alleged to have 
occurred on the night of December 
:i6 last, when the two tribes were in 
camp near each other in tho Bronx. 
It appears tUat tho \.\vo tribes liad 
been at oddiT for some time, but that 
a temporary truce was declared to 
permit a joint celebration of an en- 
gagement to marry 'wblch had b.een 
entered Into by two youthful members 
of the rival bands. 

During the celebration a bag said to 
contain money and jewels valued at 
$15,000 disappeared from' the Pearae 
tent, and several members of the 
Stanley tribe were arrested and later 
indicted. The principal witness to- 
day was 8-year-old P^ter Mai-tin, of 
the . Peisise tribe. \ When bb jedtion was 
made to the little f^Uow: appearing, as 
a witness on ' the ground the^t he was 
not old' enough to realize tliie naturecOil 
an oath, Peter was Questioned by Jus-' 
lice Dowllng. ' 

"I kn'ow what' it means," said Pet- 
er. "It means that if I tell the truth 
I will go to God, and if I tell a lie I 
•will go to hell." 

Peter said that on tlio night of tho 
robbery, while the others were out- 
.side taking part in tho celebration, ho 
and his sister wore in the tent. Dur- 
ing the evening ho heard a ripping 
sound, and looking around saw a large 
knife slicing through the tent. A 
great cut was made, ho . said, and 
Richard Stanley entered iiiu tent, 
reached under a cot where the bag of 
valuables lay, took them out and pass- 
ed them to Mitchell, who stood just 
outside the tent. 

The boy said that while he was 
frlghtenedvat first, he went out and 
saw the four A going away with tho 
bag. 

Queen Pipa Pearse said tho bag of 
money and jewels had been shown to 
members of the Stanley tribe iho day 
before the robbery.

The ajnbassador enlarged upon tho . 
mutual interests of Great Britain and 
the United States, and pointed out 
that there was nothing in the Great 
Britain-Japanese treaty inconsistent 
wih a still closer understanding be- 
tween this and tho mother country.

Messages from President Roosevelt, 
Vice-President Fairbanks, Secretary 
Root and Governor Hughes were read. 

Ambassador Reid said: : 

"Tho work of this society and of Its 
London twin l.s the same, and it is * 
work worthy the great name they haye. • 
both invoked. The old.Pilgrims under 
whose title you>;serve:iiwent-, out ' to 'lay 
foundations of a larger liberty ■ and a 
bettor civilJ^ation. ' ^ ; 

"You, Pilgrims of today, co-operate 
with your colleagues in the mother- 
land for the same great end, forpeace,

carry liberty and advance civilization 
around the world. 

"You probably know already, but 
still the assurance will not be unwel- 
come, that everything in the relations 
between the two countries is now 'sub- 
stantially as you would have it. The 
oldest outstanding source of irritation 
between the two countries, a danger of! 
a century and a quarter. Is In the 
course of peaceful adjustment. In 
spite of the iato declaration in tho 
conference of colonial premiers, that 
there was nothing in tho fishery ques- 
tion tliat could properly be referred to 
arbitration, the two countries upon 
the proposal of tho United States have 
agreed to refer our differences about it 
to The Hague tribunal. 

"In thus dwelling on our peaceful 
and cordial relations, I am not forget- 
ting tho nonsense you liave road in 
the sensational press about the obli- 
gations of Great Britain to sustain 
Japan in war against the United.

If they are 
riot, there is one thing you may bo 
sure abbut-^they c.ertainly, are not; ■; 
Cools, and you have to think them en-. 
tirely without common 'sense before 
you can imagine them capable of 
.seeking war with a powerful and 
friendly nation half way round tho 
globe, absolutely without a grievance 
or a motive. 

"And, secondly, the treaty between . 
Great .Britain and Japan simply pro- 
vides that in case of aggression *on*i: 
Japan's recognized territory rights in ' 
tho East, Great Britain would au.=italn 
her.

OPPOSE SUPERANNUATION 



John Jardine Takes Exception 
to Important Portion of the ■ 
Civil Service Bill 



" Caledonian " 



Several public measures of consider- 
able Importance wei'e Introduced at the 
sitting of the legislature yesterday af- 
ternoon. Chief amongst .these was a 
bill to provide for the maintenance of 
provincial parks and the constitution 
of a parks board to control lliem. The 
mea.sure was brought down by special 
message and was introduced by Hon. 
F. L. Carter-Cotton, president of the 
council. 

A bill to consolidate and amend the 
laws alCecting crown lands was Intro- 
duced by the chief commissioner and 
given its first reading also. . 

Several railway bllls'Were a:dvanced, 
amongst them . the' Crow's Nesf and 
Northern Railway bill and the Eastern 
British Columbia Railway bill. To the 
former were aidded an amendment 
with regard • to' th6 employmimt of 
aliens and a fair wage clause, and the 
bill read a third time and jias.scd. One 
or two changes were made to the latter 
in committee. The capital was re- 
duced from $2,000,000 to $7.')0,000 and 
the provisions regarding the bonds to 
be placed with the finance minister in 
guarantee that the company will fulfill 
its engafremonts wore modified. 

The debate upon the civil service 
liill was resumod liy .Tohn Jardine, 
JCsqulnialt. Mr. Jardine took exception 
to the superannuation proposals con- 
tained in the bill on the ground that 
it savored of Class legislation. He 
suggested that the government should 
withdraw that portion of the measure 
and introdiiced an amendment to that 
effect. 

Mr. Jardine expressed himKelf as 
willing to support v. measure which 
would provide a monthly pension of 
$30 to both men and women of r>7 
years or over wliosa yearly income 
during life liad not exceeded $700. 

It is unlikely that the budget will 
be brought down before Monday. To- 
dav the report of .T. P. BabcocU, fishery 
commissioner, will be presented to the 
house by the attorney-general. 

The speaker took the chair at 2.30 
o'clock. Prayers by Rev. H. A. Car- 
son. I 

Crow's Nest and Northern 

On further consideration of the bill 
to incorporate the ■"Crow's Nest and 
Northern railway company Mr. Koss 
moved, that the following new sec- 
tions be Inserted in the bill: 

23. That no aliens shall be employed 
on the railway during construction 
unless It is demonstrated to the s&t^ 
isfactlon of the lieutenant governor in 
council that the work Cannot be pro- 
ceeded with wltHout the' .employment 
of such aliens. 

24. That the workmen, laborers or 
servants employed in or about the 
construction and. operation of the rail- 
way shall bo paid such rate of wages 
as may be currently payable to whito 
workmen, laborers and .servants en- 
gaged in similar operations in the dis- 
trict in which such railway is con- 
structed and operated. 

Say it Is Useless 

Jfr. Hawthornthwaite remarked, 
that the proposal as concerned 
aliens was valueless 

Mr. Oliver licld that such legisla- 
tion had been declared unconstituti- 
onally the privy council. The motion 
was carried, and the bill as amended 
was reported read the third time, and 
passed. 

Dominion Trust Company 

The bill respecting the Dominion 
Trust company, on motion of Dr. Mc- 
Guire, Vancouver, was reported and 
will be re.ad tho third time this af- 
ternoon. 

Eastern B. C. Line 

On tfie bill to incorporate the east- 
ern British Columbia Railway com- 
pany heing taken up.. Mr. - Roas pro- 
posed to substitute fbi- section 3, the 
folio wing section: 

3. Tho'comtapy. may lay out, con- 
struct and operate, a railway of the 
gauge of four feet eight and one-half 
inches from a point on the south fork 
of Michel creek, at or near the point 
known as "The Loop," on the Crow's 
Nest brancli of the wostern division 
of the Canadian Pacific railway; 
thence running In a southerly direc- 
tion up the said creclv to tho iiioutli 
Of the east fork of said creek; thence 
lip east fork of said south fork In an 
easterly and southerly direction to a 
lioint "in tlie soutlierly boutulary of 
lot C,9i)!), Group One, Kootonay dis- 
trict, a distance of fourtei?n miles, 
more or less; provided that nothing in 
this act or in the railway act con- 
tained shall be dcemort to aulliorizo 
tho company to build any liraiich line 
to any point, nearer the International 
boundar.y tlian tlie southern boundary 
of .said lot 0,!)tt9." 

Agreement Reached. 

This clause has been agreed upon, 
he added, by the various conflicting 
interests whieli ajjpeared hefoi-e the 
railway committee, and whose con- 
tention.s have occupied tlic attention 
of its member.^ for some time pa.it. 
And as this arranf,'onient is tlio result 
of a mutual aKi'cemerit, and, I may 
say, that I iinw hold In my hands tho 
agreement whicli is sli;nrd by all the 
parties concerned. 1 hope that the 
niember.s of the house will consent to 
Its-passago without opposition. 
■ Mr. Hawthornthwaite enquired tho 
reason for what he termed this extra- 
ordinary change In the whole tenor of 
the bill, and asked for an ex])lanatlon. 
In order tiiat the membcr.s might be 
absolutely satisfied In respect to what 
had in the meantime taken place. 
The members of the railway commlt- 
tco had been almost jicstered to death 
In relation to this whole buslneKs, and 
It was their duty to find out exactly 
what had occurred. 

Mr. R05.';; 1 did not previously of- 
fer an exi)Ianatlon to the house in re- 
gard to the issue of the contest which 
has been waged In connection with the 
consideration of this bill before the 
members of tho railway committee, 
.•jimply because I wished to save as 
much of the tlmo of tho committee as 
possible, although It seems to mo that 
In the circumstances It was quite .suf- 
ficient to suy thP the warring ele- , 



ments which were engaged in tliU dis- 
pute wore satisfied. I do not say that 
the agreement which haa been reached 
In this case is at all satisfactory 
either to the parties who are tlie ap- 
plicants for this charter, or to the res- 
idents of the district; but in tho cir- 
cumstances it has been considered ad- 
visable to submit to a qompromlse. 

O'lio understanding at ■ which the 
contending parties have arrived is, in 
brief, thls;>that Instead of getting a 
charteriJVUthorizlng .the nonatruotlon of 
some fifty miles of; railroad; 'the pro- 
motersvOf 'thi»i- bill .OTUBttremaln con- 
tent with the privilege- of helng; able to 
build fourteen miles, and this is prac- 
tically everything that is contained in 
this agreement. Wo have felt our- 
selves obliged to remain satisfied with 
this curtailment of our plans, and 
rather than 'take the chances of having 
tho bill defeated in tho house, Avhile in 
committee, the promoters of this bill, 
who are really anxious to construct a 
railway, at any rate for that distance, 
have deemed It after all better policy 
to submit to tills restriction than press 
for and Imperil the whole, bill. I do 
not known that I need say more, and I 
would not have said this •.much, , had it 
not been'for the hon.'Wemb'er'for Na- 
nalmo. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite said that as 
this was practically a new bill, it was 
their duty to oppo.ie it. These deals 
sliould bo arranged outside of the 
house. 

Mr. MoPhillips Agrees. 

Mr. McPhlllips: As 1 understand tluit 
tli,is agreement has received tlie ap- 
proval of the holders of the present 
charter, I merely wish to state that 1 
rather disagree with those who are in 
favor of free trade in railway.s. 1 am 
not an adherent of any such policy, 
and I believe that this is also the 
policy of both the Liberal and Con- 
servative parties In this par,tlcular. 1 
do Aof think that anyfblns. can be 
found In this amendment which is in 
any way contrary to the public inter- 
est. Indeed, the public Interest may 
be said to be advantaged, while at 
the same tinie tho Southeast Kootenay 
Railway company, wlilch has acquired 
certain lawful and legislative privi- 
leges, will not be unlawfully, if I 
may use this qualification, exploited 
out of their legitimate position (hear, 
hear), and can now feel tliat they will 
not be prejudiced In obtaining In the 
money markets of tho world the funds 
necessary to carry out. their under- 
taking. On the other hand, if this 
bill had passed through this legisla- 
ture in the form In which it Vras In- 
troduced and had In that shape become 
law, I am porfeotly'aatisfied that this 
house would' have 'dt>n_f ail irreparable 
wrong, not only to th.e. Southeast Koo- 
tenay Rallwray company, but . aliso . to 
the good 'falth which should be ob- 
served by us In respect to the consid- 
eration of similar matters in all otlicr 
possible cases of a like description, 
because It could with justice be tlien 
said that in such circumstances, or 
circumstances at all of an analagous 
nature, any charter or any undertak- 
ing which was authorized by the legis- 
lature of the province of British Co- 
lumbia was not «t any time safe. And 
all applicants for funds in the money 
markets of the world would. It ques- 
tioned upon the subject, be obliged 
to admit, if they were truthful, as I 
submit such people ought at all times 
to be, that possibly at that very mo- 
ment the legislature of; this province 
was engaged ihv tbe work of authoriz- 
ing sortie- -other company to build a 
line over thoi/very same territory. All 
ofiiAyWcli wiouli certainly not be In the 
best intere'sts.-.Of.. this province, as it 
would demonstrate that this legisla- 
ture is unmindful of Its duty in these 
important particulars. Tho obligation 
is indeed mutual, for while we have 
undoubtedly the right to insist upon 
companies wliich have acquired char- 
ters fairly living up to the .■statutory 
requirements which We have imposed, 
on the other hand, these companies 
have a perfect right to insist that we 
shall fairly respect the privileges 
which we liave conferred. And In any 
case I would most cort.-ilnly oppose the 
recognition of any such policy as free 
trade in railways. (Hear, hear.) 
Result In United Stoles 

Now, what has heen the result of 
this pohcy in the United State'!? VVhy, 
it has fastened upon that country the 
tentacles of that • gigantic octupus 
which is composed of their various 
and immense railway corporations, 
which, while they may at times ap- 
pear to be divided, the one against 
the other, are as a matter of fact, al- 
ways closely allied. And hence, it 
ha.s come about that in that country 
today it Is Impossible for people to 
become Interested In railways unless 
in associations with one of their great 
railway systems, either the Southern 
Pacific or the Union Pacific, or tho 
Northern Pacific, or tho Groat 
Northern. As we are well aware, the 
Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern are now the same company, 
while the Southern Pacific is Inter- 
ested in numerous railway enterpris- 
es, and they have leagued themselves 
together in such a manner that nearly 
all the railways in tliat extensive 
c<nantry are at the present time, prac- 
tically under one controlling head 
(Tic.-ir h;;:ir) Such a state of affairs 
Is surely nut deslraljle in Canada, and 
it should Ijc and .should always re- 
main our policy to keep our local 
companies and our local roads free 
from the trammels of these great cor- 
porations (ilear-hear). In the cir- 
cumstances I'.owever, as it nuist bo 
assumed, tluit no actual in.iury is 
done to the interests of tho ,S. E. 
Kootenay Railway company. I do not 
see how any objection can be well 
taken to the bill in its altered shape 
'Hear-hoar). 

Wanted it Withdrawn 

Mr. Tlawthornthwa;lt« urgred that 
the bill .should be withdrajtvh and re- 
introduced, and further complimented 
the member for the Islands for his 
defence of the rights of the S. E. 
Kootenay Raljway company. 

Cash Deposit 

Mr. Ross moved the insortlon of the 
following clauses in lieu of section 
21. . ■ - . 

21, The company sft'iill, within six 
months after' tl^e cdming. into force 
of this act, deposit with the. minister 
of finance and; agriculture' the sum of 
five thousand dollars, either in cash 
or securities ' approvisd 'by' said minis- 
ter, as security that the company will 
expend not less than teil thousand 
dollars In surveys or construction of 
the railway hereby authorized to bo 
built before the first day of December, 
AD. 1908, and In default of siich ex- 
penditure the aforesaid deposit of 
money or securities shall be forfeited 
to and become the proj)erty of the 
government; and should such seciu lty 
not be • deposited as aforesaid, or 
should such expenditure not bo made 
within such time, .all the rights and 
privileges conferred ■ by thiia act shall 
bo null and . void." ; 

This clause he :exi)lain(5d,,vvvas taken 
from the railway act, ^Rnd-ithe reason 
why ho proposed to make 'this change 
In the bill was simply this, that while 
the i)ronioters of this enterprise were 
ciulte willing the other day to put up 



bonds for $25,090, a:s a guarantee of 
their good faith and their determina- 
tion to proceed at tho earliest possible 
moment with tho undertaking, a con- 
siderable change In the condition of 
affairs had since occurred. As a mat- 
i;er of fact that condition had been 
Imposed by the railway committee; 
but as a compromise which meant a 
very considerable curtailment in their 
plans had been arranged, it beckmo no 
longer necessary to Insist upon so 
largo a bond, and in fact there was no 
reason whatever why the ordinary and 
applicable clauses of the Railway act 
should not be Incorporated in this bill. 

Mr. Williams said he Intended to 
vote .jagalnsfc^ 

. Working for Constituency. , 

Mr. Ross.— -I do ;not',thlnk':;that the 
many suggestions whiotefiiayeljb;^^^ of- 
fered by hon. . gen tlcSneh' pppbslte have 
been proposed with; any ^usefuli' object 
In view,' brie, :^ay,;;^^^^ 
hear) The real - alms -'of ' tlVese- 'ihpn. 
gentlemen is to place mo, if they .ca.n 
by any possibility manage to effect 
their purpose, in an awkward posi- 
tion as regards my relations with my 
constituents. (Heariiliear). I may say 
that I have no personal Interest what- 
ever in this transaction, (Hear, hear). 
And that as far as my purely jjeraonal 
interests are concerned, I do not care 
whether a charter bo granted to this 
railway company or not. I am and 
^lavc- been only working to the best 
of my ability in tho interests of my 
con-stituents, and making every endea- 
vor to secure tlie construction of a 
new line of railway which will locally 
he a work of very considerable utility 
and importance. (Hear, hear). 

And there is no reason in the world 
which can be successfully advanced 
why the members of the committc'C 
should adopt tills clause, as every 
ground for deniaiuling that more strin- 
gent conditions sliould be attached to 
this proposed charter have now alto- 
gether passed away (hear, hear), and 
It has now, as a matter of fact, merely 
become a question of complying witli 
the ordinary conditions which fit all 
ordinary cases. (Hear, hear.) If hon. 
gentlemen opjioslte imagine that tliey 
are going to succeed in a possible ef- 
fort to make mo lose my temper I can 
assure them that in this they will find 
themselves to bo most egreglously 
mistaken. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. WilUdms said that they were not 
to be deterred from, their: opposition. 

Mr. Ross — I have beaten i you twice 
in Fernle, and . I can do It again. 
(Cheers.) . . . 

Mr. 'WllUaras -objected toi the 'change 
in the conditions. • . '- • 
. Mi". Ross— Tiie other, conditions were 
wliblly imposed by.,the meniliers of the 
railway committee themselves, and 
were not suggested in any way by the 
promoters of tho hill, but on being 
made they were accepted in the fair- 
est possible manner. Now, however, 
that tho reasons which induced the 
committee to formulate those condi- 
tions no longer exist, this company is 
quite .entitled to stand in exactly the 
same position which in ordinary cir- 
cumstances Is occupied by all ordin- 
ary companies in like circumstances. 
(Applause.) 

'The clause was carried. 

Reduction inj, Capital 

Mr. Ross ' then j proposed the reduc- 
tion of the proposed capital stock of 
tho company from two millions ;,t6 one 
ipllllon dollars; but In consequence of 
an objection raised by Mr. Oliver, fur- 
ther reduced the figures to ' • $750,000.. 
Tlie committee arose, and the bill was 
reported with amendments. 

Civil Service Act 

On the resumption of the debate on 
the bill With Resjiect to the Public 
Service of the Province of Britl.Hh Co- 
lumbia and t6 Make Provision for tiio 
Superannuation and Retirement of 
Persons Employed In sifch Public Ser- 
vice, John, -Jardine (Esquimalt) said 
that the p'rqposltlons which were 
placed In- tbia .measure with the view 
of exercising a;eortiOf parental con- 
trol over the members of the eiyil ser- 
vice were In mjmy TeajRects very un.- 
wlse as well as very ohjectioriable; 
while the proposal to take the sum 
of $200,000 out of the consolidated 
fund in order to assist. In the under- 
taking would form a very dangei-ous 
precedent, although he was in com- 
plete accord witli the principle of su- 
perannuation taken in itself. 

If the govorninciit would not reject 
tho superannuation prnposition alto- 
gether iie would suggest and he would 
call the attention of the government 
to tho proposal that every man or 
woman at 57 years of age who.^e In- 
come had not exceeded $700 per year 
during life should receivo $30 per 
month from the consolidated revenue 
fund. 

Tliero were some provisions which 
he would like to see Inserted In the 
act. One was that but one member 
of a family should he given employ- 
ment in tho government service. Po- 
sitions of this nature should be dis- 
trll)uted amoii.g.-it the deserving. 

Section 37 of the bill put the situa- 
tion in a very different light. This 
was tho clause providing that tho 
board of examiners should be appoint- 
ed by tho lleutonant-governor-in- 
councll. He thought that this showed 
a dhsposltion to bring party Influence 
to bear. Ho would like to see pro- 
vision made that the men;appointed 
should be men of Independent characf 
tor who would do their duty in the 
face of opposition. 

Moves Amendment 

He thereupon moved, seconded by J. 
M. Vorston (Cariboo), the following 
amendment: 

"That all tho words of the resolu- 
tion after tlio fir.st word "that" be 
struck .out and tlio following words 
substituted therefor: 

"Whereas bill No. 20 proposes to au- 
thorize a payment of $200,000 from 
the consolidated revenue fund for^ the 
purpose of forailiig a nucleus of a 
superannuation fund for the benefit of 
civil servapts;- and 

"Whbrea's the said bill No. 20 pro- 
vides for aniple remuneration being 
paid to civil servants for the services 
performed by tliem; and 

"Whereas civil servants in the em- 
ploy of the province of British Colum- 
bia have the advantage of short hours 
and perform tlieir duties under most 
healthy and .comfortable, conditions;

THE FULL COyRT 

A Ouestion as to the Constitu- 
tion of tlie Court of 
Appear-' 



' An' uriij'recodented sceno was enact- 
ed In the full courtroom yesterday 
morning, when four judges appeared 
to hear the appeal in the case of 
Hunting vs. .Macadam. A rumor had 
been freelv circulated that Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin believed it was' his duty 
to sit on the appeal in question, and 
the courtroom was crowded with mem- 
bers of the bar, as well.> as .a.,, sprink- 
ling of the goneral public, .,. Mr;, Jus- 
tice Irving came in, accompanied by 
Mr, Justice JWartln, Mr. Justice' Moi'-, 
rison and Mr. Justice Cloment, and an 
excited vvliisper ran round the room 
when }t was seen that there wore tour 
judges present instead of three, the 
number prescribed by the rules for the 
hearing of appeals. The counsel in 
the case at bar were Sir Hibbert Tup- 
per, K. C, and K. P. Davis, K. C, for 
the appellaiitH, and Joseph Martin, K. 
(.'., for llie respondents. The caao' is 
;in appeal from a decision of the Chief 
Justice. 

The trouble aro.se out of llie inter- 
pretation and api>lication of supreme 
court rule 1013 wliicii provides thaf . it 
shall be the duty ofthe Chief Justice 
to assign the judges to their worlc, a 
rule which Mr. Justice Martin has in- 
terpreted as' meaning thAt an assign- 
ment made thereunder is irrevocable. 

It appears that lils lordship had 
originally been assigned to sit on tlie 
appeal in question, but tliat ills a.s- 
sifrnmont imd subsequently been ro- 
vuked and Mr. Justice ilorrison de- 
l)uted in his jilaco. The latter judge 
al.so considered ills assignment valid, 
there lieing- no (luestion about Liie as- 
signment of the other two judges. The 
situation gave rise to a soniewliat un- 
usual discussion, wiiich lasK'd for an 
hour. The <M)urt then adjourned until 
2:15, and upon its reassembling M.r. 
Justice Martin retired from the case, 
for reasons wliich are given below, 
and the case proceeded. 

Depato Precipitated. 

Sliortly after the case was called 
Mr. Justice Irving announced to the 
registrar lliat the following judges 
constituted the court: Messrs. Justices 
MorriKOn, Cloment and iiiniKelf. To 
tills Mr. Justice Martin hnmediately 
took objection, saying that the court 
was not and could not be so constitut- 
ed. The judges as originally assigned 
were Justices Irving, Clement and 
himself, and, onco constituted, the 
court could nof be reconstituted. Ue 
read his assignment,' which v/as dated 
in November of last year, as well :xh 
the following extract from a letter 
written by the Chief Justice to the pro- 
vincial secretary, August S. 1907, which 
had liecti communicated to liini: 

"Moreover, before the last sittings 
of the full orairt, after consultation 
with the other three judges, it wa:^ 
considered that the preferable plan to 
adopt was that Mr. Ju.stice JTartin 
should be called in to sit in every ap- 
peal from niyself, and tliat we siiould 
not sit together on any appeal. 

(Signed) GORDON HUNTER." 

l'\ir some reason nnltnown lo liini- 
selr, .-UKl wbicli had not been coin- 
numicated to him, the ajjpeal in Hunt- 
ing vs. JIacadam had been iiostponed. 
Tie had received In December from tiio 
ret!istrar a notice of the cases trauH- 
ferred to the Victoria sittings, and 
again a second notice from 'the ^samo 
source that it had been put down for 
the i)r(>sent sjiecial sitting of the full 
court. His lordship added that he h.-ul 
been waiting for this appeal since the 
special sittings began, with the result 
that he had been unable to talce the 
court sittings at Rossiahd and Ncl.'^ori. 

Mr. Justice Morrison remarked here 
that he had been duly assigned to hear 
the present appeal, 

Sir Hibbort Tupperjs Stand. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper, K. C. informed 
the court that his position as counsel 
for the appellants was one of consider- 
able embarrassment. The rule pro- 
vided that the court of appeals in such 
cases should consist of three judges. 
Tlius. without risking his client's in- 
terests, he could only look upon tin-on 
judges as constituting the court, and 
ho gathered from what Mr. Justice 
Martin had said that he Intended to 
sit. 

Ili.-s ioi-dship said that that waH not 
a fair way of putting it. His jiositlDn 
was ih.-it it was his bounden duty to 
sit, having onco been assigned, and 
th;it he was but doing his duly. 

Sir Hibbort Tupiier — Our infoi-ma- 
tion is that Mr. Justice M;irtin is not 
entitled to sit. "SVe have been official- 
ly informed tliat only throe judges 
liave been assigned to sit on this ap- 
peal and that these three judges are 
those announced by Mr. Justice Irving. 
Counsel then read the followlijg 
memorandum, which he had been given 
by the registrar: 

"lyiLW Courts, Victoria, B. C. 

"February 17, 1908. 
"Memorandum for the Registrar of ttie 
Supreme Court. 

(Hunting vs. Macadam) 

"Having been informed by il r. Jus- 
tice Martin by letter recci\cd today 
that he intends .sitting in tlu' aboN-o 
appeal liy virtue of an assi?,'iiinent 
given him for the Nuvcmbtr ^^ittins■s 
of the full (;ourt at Vaiu-ou ver. not- 
withstanding the cancrllatuni of that 
ri.ssijTmiK.'nt by a dircctior, in writing 
dated November 27 to hold the 
ICooti-nay sittings' In December, and 
ai#;o the written notice given him by 
h tter of January 22 that the other four 
iudgcs would hold the present special 
sittings commencing February 11, and 
that ho was assigned to hold the Ned- 
son sittings on said date and the Uo.'^s- 
land siltin,<?.s on the 25tii l'"eliruary, 
this Is formally to notify you that Mr. 
.iu.stice Martin is not assi.giied to sit 
iMi the .-ibovo appeal, and that tlio 
court which will hear the appeal is 
(•oinpo.sed of Mr. Justice Irving, Mr. 
Ju.'jtlce :MorrI.sOn and Mr, Justice Cle- 
ment. 

"You will hand a eo|)y of this 
memorandum to each of the otlier 
judges, including M^r. .Tustlce Martin, 
the honoralile the attorpey-general 
and the counsel engaged ih thfi appeal, 
for their information. 

"G. HnXTI^R, C. J." 
Could Only Recognize Three. 

"The result is," resumed Sir Hib- 
bert, "that tlisre is no otiior course 
opeii to us tlian to recognize only tlio 
throe judges mentioned, and wo must 
press for a formal ruling of the court 
that those throe Judges are the judges 
properly assigned and that they con- 
stitute the court of appeal In this 
case." 

Mr. justice ■ Irving— In my opinion 
the court , properly .constituted to hear 
this appeal- "ponslsts',of myself, Mr. 
Juiitleo Morrison and Mr.- Justice Cle- 
ment The original assignment to 
whlcii mv brother Martin refers con- 
tains I ho footncto, "Subject to 
i-h'ui'-'e" Biiice then ho has received 
other I'./i'tructlons from tho Chief Ju.s- 
tice and lij not now assigned to sit on 
this ciisa I 



Mr. Justice Morrison — It seems to 
me that either ,the clourt; is" ptoperly 
constituted qr^itl is»iiflt,;<and) that our 
ruling win not 'affect the J matter. 

Sir Hlbtaort admitted that that was 
so, but that a docision should be given 
ill order to avoid grave embarrass- 
ment, and during the discussion that 
ensued slated that it was not the 
question of assignment with which 
counsel were concerned, out one of the 
proper constitution or the court. 
■ Mr. Justice .Martin said ho had 
hoped that the provincial government 
would have taken tlie matter up and 
have iiad it settled either before the 
Hupromo court of Canada or the privy 
council. Ho ^ had asked mem to do so, 
but they had refusod; He wanted the 
mattdr.'settled 'befoi'i? 'an- impartial tri- 
bunal; -..The "presenr.! waSii not; an im- 
partial tribunal' to settle the matter. 
. . L : Pressed Ruhng. . 
; Sir, Hibbert- again -pressed for a rul- 
ing, and Mr. Justice Irving said ho 
had ; given- his decision.; ; AJr. Justice 
Morrison stated 'that -he considered, his 
own assignment a valid one . and Mr. 
Justice Clement was ' proceeding to 
give his decision wncn he was Inter- 
rupted by Mr. Justice Martin, who 
protested against llie matter being de- 
ciaeu in i:hls way witnout argumeni, 
saying that he had many authorities 
to adduce, including a decision of the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Mr. Justice Clement then proceeded 
to say tliat, as he understood it, Mr. 
Justice Martin's position substantially 
was that having once assigned a judge 
to a certain duty, the Chief Justice 
was functus . otlicio. He 'ithought tlie 
positlofl., was, quite untepft,!?!?-, . .Sup- 
posing a Judge wlio had be^n thtis as- 
signed was taken 111, would It be Im- 
possible to appoint another judge to 
take his place. He foit very strongly 
on tile subject. 

Mr. Justice Martin held that this did 
not apply to an irremovable oUicer. 

i\lr. Ju.stice Irving remarking again 
that tlie tliree Judges were, assigned 
as had been staled by him before, Mr. 
Justice Martin said that Mr. Justice 
Jlurrison had only spoken of his own 
assignment and liad expressed no 
opinion of his, j\Ir. Justice Martin's, 
right to sit. M. Justice Morrison said 
he had , no desire to express an opin- 
ion on that point; at ,vvhich Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin pointed out that only two 
judges ihad decide^ agalpst him and 
that the matter raiist ,g6, before the su- 
preme court at Ottawa" for decision. 
Mr. Justice Irving said that the Chief 
Justice had said that Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin was not assigned to sit, whereup- 
on Josepli Martin, K. C, took the po- 
silion that tlio Chief Justice could not 
render a decision on the results of h\a 
own actions, a remaric for which ho 
was thanked by Mr. Justice Martin. 
Mr. Davis Reads Rules. 

E. P. Davis then road the rules in 
point, showing th4t a fourth' judge 
might sit if specially 6ilVrim6hed by 
tlio Chief Justice. 

"What we are interested In," said 
Jlr. Davi.s, "is to sec that the court is 
Iirojierly constituted, and we must 
liavc the decision of tlie court as to 
whether Mr. Justice Martin has been 
specially assign'cd by the Chief Justice 
to sit un this appeal In addition to 
tlie three .Jitdges, It is. a posslble In- 
ference from Mr, Justice Morrison's 
remarks that four Judges are. to sit on 
this appeal." . . i 

Mr. Justice Morrison reiterated that 
It was not for him to pass on the ques- 
tion of wiiether or not ■ Mr. Justice 
Martin was assigned lo the case. 

''That Is just the decision we must 
liave," said Mr. Davis, and Joseph 
i\lartin jolneil in pre.-sing for a de- 
cision aa to whether the court was to 
•consist of tiiroe judg-es or if a fourth 
had been specially a.ssigned. ; After 
further discussion,. Mr. justice Mor- 
rison said ; IS! 

■ In oi-der to -prevent a' deadlock and 
facilitate " 

Jlr. Justice Martin: "This is a 
mon.'Urous thing and I have a right to 
try and arrest such a, judgment." He 
went (ui to protest against such a 
matter being decided "without argu- 
ment, as he had done when, the otiier 
two judges gave their decision. 

"in order to prevent a deadlock and 
to facilitate the' worlc of "the court," 
resumed Mr. Justice Morrison, "I will 
rule with my brothers Irving and Cle- 
ment. No one will be prejudiced by 
my action and the deadlock will be 
ended. I have' some sympathy with 
my brother Martin's position on tiio 
facts as he has stated them. I am 
iiere solely to discliarge my duty, and 
I think that this action will relieve 
Mr. Justice Martin of the responsibil- 
ity which he feels in connection with 
this case." 

Doesn't See How It Helps 

Jlr. Justice Alarlin: "I don't see 
iiow this lieljis me at all. My learned 
brothers have given judgment without 
consideration or hearing authorities, 
and have practically put ma off the 
bench without feolng Into the merits 
of the case. This matter ishould not 
be decided by this court. It is not un 
independent tribunal; Its members are 
so dominated by the extraordinary 
powers granted to the chief justice. 
I regret to liavo to say these things. 
I Intend to go on sitting hej-e as an 
enduring protest against these pro- 
ceedings." 

•Mr. Justice Irving: "I regret that 
the atlorney-goneral is not liere to 
iiear the language which lias been 
usc.l (ill this iKinch." 

Sir llibbert Topper: "Speaking for 
the bar, 1 may say that no such idea 
has entered the head of any member 
of the bar, and if such n inarks had 
been made by any barrister the Law 
soi iely wo-ald take the matter up and 
ills gown would be striispod from hi* 
back." 

Mr. Justice Martin regrelte,! the Jie- 
cessltv tliat gave rise to the remarks 
and said lie proi)osed to continue to 
.■^it on the case. Sir niblM-rt did not 
ajipear to have any ol)jecti(m to this 
course, as counsel would not consider 
that he was present in ills judicla't ca- 
pacitv, but Joseph .Martin objected 
strongly, and finally Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin suggested that the court adjourn 
to give him time lo consider what ac- 
tion lie should take in view of the de- 
cisiim rendered. 

Justice Martin Withdraws 

Hpon reiiKst^mbling Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin decided lo w-ltlldraw, reading tlie 
subjoined statement : 

Hunting vs. Macadam 

On. further consideration of this 
matter I have, coipe 'tO: tlie conclusion 
that, in view/ ,of -fWlyit passed this 
morning,; particularly the , statement of 
mS' - 'brother Morrlsoh. that his judg- 
ment was given as a matter of form

Is as much the King of 
Canada as of England, and Canadian 
independence of the colonial office 110 
more involves Ms deposition liere than 
elsewhere. Independnco means merely 
control of our own affairs. How 
nearly we already approach that 
situation I cannot now examine, but if 
by independence we mean, very gen- 
erally power to do as we please, we 
practically have It at the present mo- 
: ment — although various cobweb the- 
v .ories remain,. sufficiently in evidence 
.'to make necessary the wqrd "pi-actic- 
V::ally.''',,;Very rapidly, moreover, are we 
: I beinf : educated to the recognition of 
'( .our,! position as defined by the pro- 
ceedings of the conference.^. Even 
, our foreign relations are falling into 
our own hands, and a trade treaty; 
with France negotiated by our own 
. n)en, followed immediately by a most 
'j^Js-uccossful diplomatic mission to .Ja- 
;■, pan,, (applause), has probably put an 
end to the record of lirltish manage- 
ment or .mismanagement of our for- 
eign affairs.

To 
mdke good this deficiency at the low- 
eat cost to. the taxpayer is the object 
of the recent change. There is a short- 
ago of seven thousand, officers and the 
potential reserve is unable to meet the 
demands of a great war; and unless 
Mr. 'Haidane's scheme proves success- 
ful tiiere seems no other course open 
than to establish a system of compul- 
sory service. The responsibilities of 
tlie empire are becoming greater every 
year,, and it is .tbe;duty of tho people 
of -the .'tjnlted Kingdonv to fit 'them- 
selves" to defend; their,. poi^sesslops. The 
Important part -that' organliallbn plays 
in deciding lbattles ,was: never -better il- 
lustrated than In tho rece'flt war be- 
vveen Japan and Russia. Under -moderi 
ern conditions of life' victory inclines 
to the force which is best organized. 
In a struggle where other 'things are 
equal the nation that possesses'the ef- 
ficient organization is the one that'.la 
most likely to win. ' "Organization," 
says Lord Eshor, "implies forethought 
and preparation, and we are apt- to 
tliink that because for centuries we 
managed well without either, and be- 
cause from these small Lslands has 
gi'own an Empire world-wide in extent 
an unsystomatlsod method whicli has 
served so well in the past will con- 
tinue to serve us still," Surely the 
lesson of tho South African war has 
not been lost on the nation. The lack 
of an efficient organization was seen 
there, and tlie result was a heavy loss 
In blood and treasure. Organization Is 
the great secret of success in buainess 
and the army that is not organized 
has a poor chance against an army 
that is. Organization for war mean-i 
thorough preparation for war in every 
branch, from the highest command to 
every source of supply. Indeed, with- 
out sound organlzatlion It' is impos.^iblo 
to raise- and triih ah'dl-mj'. success 
in war depends on careful attention 
being glvehi in itlmo 0* peh.ce to %\ie 
component- parts'^of the -army. . The 
questioh •whith thbae wlio' are respon- 
sible. 'fo.r the 'efficlericy' ojijitlie'ratmy 
have to ask themseives is whether the 
means taken to ensure this are ade- 
quate. Much depends on the charac- 
ter of the officers who lead' the army. 
Lord Esher is doubtful whether the 
Intellectual equipment of the average 
British officer of high rank and mid- 
dle life Is equal to that of men of the 
same standing in other professions, It 
Is true, as Lord Eslicr says, that in a 
voluntary ,?ystem too much pressure 
cannot be used on either officers or 
men; but surely tho authorities can 
hold out Inducements to those men 
who will take tlie trouble to prepare 
themselves for the responsibilities of 
command. Rightly or wrongly, the im- 
pression must be dispelled by appoint- 
ing ouly thorouglily qualified men to 
lead the troops In time of war. In 
maintaining the army tho country ha.^ 
a serious object in view, and anyone 
who Joins the color.^ is expected to 
make l)l,.msel£ .as efficient as it is pos- 
sible "for hihi to became.' > " ■ ' •

Residents ':alongthoslSaqulmalt:roa4 
feci that'-'they should bo accordea 
more police protection. Much annoy- 
aiici.' bus been occuHlonod to many 
residents along- tlwic tlioroughfare, 
particularly by drunk men, and as a 
result of existinK conditions Triumph 
Lodge No. 1«, Iiidcpondont Order of 
Good Templars, ha^ taken the matter 
up, and through tho secretary, John 
P. Hicks, has appealed to the pro- 
vincial police for more adequate police 
protection. The foUowlng is tho com- 
munication sent to the provincial po- 
lice department: 

To tho Superintendent- of Provincial 
Police, Victoria, B. C. 
Dear Sir: Wo are instructed by 
Triumph Lodge No. 16, I. O. G. T., 
Esquimau ro&d, to Vvfiie you, rejipoct- 
ITully calling attention to the fact that 
a little more police vIbIIjiiico .scemn 
most desirable a'ions i'jsquimalt road, 
from the city limit;: to the vUiagc, to 
protect residents from annoyance, par- 
ticlularly from drunken men. 

On two occasions at .least, within a 
weeU, men under the Inlluunc/e ofi 
liquor have walked into residences 
along the road, without invitation, in 
one case the unwelcome visitor en- 
tered the parlor .and throw himself 
down on the lounffc before anyone 
knew of his presence, and when foxind 
Vv-as unwllUngr to leave the house until 
either money or food liad. been given 
him. He used, also, ofEensIve lan- 
guage, both In thp house and to young 
school girls on the r'bad after he had 
been ejected. In tjie. other case the 
man walked itito a kitchen and sat 
down, and had. to be ordered out. A 
number of other cases arc also report- 
ed of men more or less Intoxicated 
bogging from door to door, in some 
cases where women were alone in t4ie 
house and afraid to refuse food to 
able-bodied men. Only recently, too, 
at about 2 a. ni., a woman was seen 
hopelessly drunk along the road and 
using the foulest of language to men 
who appeared to be trying to get her 
homo. And on still another occasion 
a man just outside the garden fence 
of a residence literally disrobed (In 
partial view from the windows) and 
then lav down as ICgolng to bed. He 
was a" little later' air(?1isea: and /helped 
to dress by the man of the house, who 
had. been Informed of his presence on 
returning from the city. 

We are, as Is well known, abnorm- 
ally afflicted with drinking saloons 
1 and barrooms in this locality, and it 
these cannot be closed, it is at least 
due to tho residents that protection 
should be guaranteed against such 
conditions as mentioned above. 

P. S. — ^I'his very evening a man is 
Iving asleep, in a drunken state, near; 
the sidewalk not far from Admiral's

Provincial Government in.Re- 
ceipt of Irrigation Amended 
•■■Recommendations ;

Tlie problems wljch British Colum- 
bia will have to solve in formulating 
and developing a modern system of ir- 
rigation, are recognized as grave and, 
weighty by all tliose who are interest- 
ed in the subject. The relation of 
timber and forest preservation and Ir- 
rigation, the necessity of an cxtonsioh 
of th(j surveys in connection with ir- 
rigation and other matters of almost 
equal importance will have to be con- 
sidered. 

Tlie Western Canadian ; Irrigation 
association have recently forwai'd^d 
to the provincial government the, reso- 
lutions adopted at , the last, V Irrigation 
convention , held .ini.Xlalgary. " 

Forestry, as affecting Irrigation, is 
the subject of the flrst. ^ 

"Whereas, the (streams In the prov- 
ince of British Columbia and Alberta 
which supply water for Irrigation have 
their 'sources in mountains and. tim- 
bered watersheds; and, 

"AVherea.s, the gradual melting of 
tho snow and ice on these watersheds 
which feed these streams and tho 
gradual run-off of the summer precip- 
itation, all tend to equalize their flow 
during tho f,'ea.son when watdr is most 
required for irrigation; and, 

"Wliereas, tho destruction of tho 
timber on these %vatorsheds will result 
In flood in early spring, and a serious 
shortage of water later in tho season 
when it Is most needed for Irrigation; 

"Therefore, be it resolved, that tho 
Dominion government and the govern- 
ment of British Columbia bo strongly 
urged to take active and immediate 
steps to reserve and protect the exist- 
ing forests on these watersheds, and 
to replant denuded areas at tho heads 
of the streams, so tliat the sources of 
water supply for irrigation may be 
conserved and protected." 

Extension of Surveys. 
Tho necessity for the extension of 
surveys In connection with irrigation 
Is the second. 

■'Whereas, the permanency of all 
irrigation development Is dependent 
upon an accurate knowledge of the lo- 
cation and quantity of the water sup- 
ply available; and, 

"Whereas, the matter of the topo- 
graphical and hydrographlcal surveys 
to determine the location and quan- 
tity of such water supply and tho pro- 
per methods of conserving it must be 
undertalven by the governments ad- 
ministering tho law relating to theuso 
of such water; 

"Tiierefore, be It resolved, that this 
convention, while recognizing work 
already done, urges .strongly upon the 
Dominion government and the govern 
ment of British Columbia, the Import- 
ance of making the necessary appro- 
priations ai^d providing the necessary 
staff to undertake In an intelligent and 
systematlb. mannec; the gauging of ail 
Btreania of water supply and the loca- 
tion andjnryey.ot allssites suitable for 
reservoirs for the 'stdraM^Of water." 
Experimental Work 
The need for agricultural and hprtl 
cultural experiments and. the Use of 
water 'on the irrigated .lalrra :»J. th? 
third. .,. 

"Whereas, it has beeft-demonstrated 
beyond doubt that the UtillzaUon of 
our streams for Irrigation purposes 
will ensure to theVfarmeS a larger aver- 
age crop per acre Over a given num- 
ber of years, and. 

Whereas, irrigation under new {lim- 
atlc and..;Aoll , conditions ifelyes Birth to 
agrlciiltaral'and horttculttiral problems 
that can be solved only by systematic 
investigation and e3a)erlment; and. 

Whereas, through the development 
of vast. Irrigation projects in Western 
.Canada, thousands of settlers are now 
colonizing our irrigated lands, who are 
not alone unacquainted with our clim- 
atic and soil conditions, but who are 
also frequently ignorant of tlie prin- 
ciples of irrigation farming: 

Therefore bo is resolved, that the Do- 
minion government and the provincial 
governments of Saskatchewan, Alber- 
ta and British Columbia be requested 
to make adequate appropriations for 
experimental work under artificial wa- 
tering and for tlie dissemination of 
useful information bearing on the sub- 
ject." 

Duty of Water 
Tho duty of water, or the amount of 
water required to irrigate a deflncd 
area, is tho fourth. 

"Whereas, the duty of water, or tho 
amount required for the irrigation of 
a deiined area, has a most important 
bearing on irrigation development; 
and, 

"Whereas, the information upon this 
important question available in any 
of the provinces of Sasltatcliewan. Al- 
berta or British Columbia is vague and 
incomplete: 

"Tiierefore be it resolved, that tho 
attention of the governments interest- 
ed .should bo directed to this important 
matter, and they should be urged to 
take tho necessary action to jirovide 
for carrying on a thorough system of 
investigation to (Iclermlno the duty of 
water in the different provinces, so 
'that sucli duty may then be flxed by 
law." 

Revision of Lists 

The necessity for revising existing 
laws elicits the llfth. 

"Whereas, tho law relating to tho 
use of water for irrigation is tlie 
foundation upon whicli all Irrigation 
development must bo built; and, 

"Whereas, the law relating to this 
important matter in the province of 
British Columbia is cumbersome and 
incomplete in its dptails, and its ad- 
mlni.stration has resulted .In the over- 
appropriation of water from ■ streams 
and other uncertainties as to title to 
water, and is entirely lacking In pro- 
visions regarding the storage of water 
and its subsequent use in Irrigation; 
and, 

"Whereas, the present and future de- 
velopment of important sections of the 
province are dependent upon the 
permanency of irrigation enterprises 
and tlielr extension: 

Therefore be it resolved, that the 
government of tho province be urged 
to give immediate and full considera- 
tion to nedessary amendments to tho 
existing law to amplify its present pro- 
visions and to the necessity for care- 
fully revising the existing records 
against all streams, so as to provide 
for cancellation for non-user of all 
records not in good standing and to flx 
the priority and quantity of water 
covered by all records which aro in 
good standing.

Men's club of that town. Mr. FIndlay 
seized upon Mr. Gawley as the right 
man for the position, and a few days 
ago Mr. Gawley was offered the posi- 
tion and accepted it.

OPPOSE AMENDMENTS 
TO MUNICIPAL ACT 



Electric and Telephone Com- 
panies Think City ,is Ob- 
taining Too Great Powers 



A clause in th? bill amending tho 
Municipal Clauses act, which was In- 
troduced into the legislature by F. 
Davey, M. P. P., Victoria, elicited con- 
siderable opposition from counsel for 
the B. C. Electric company and the B. 
C. Telephone company. 

Tho clause is Inserted In the amend- 
ing bin at the instanfce' of the city of 
Victoria. Unlike Vancouver, which 
has a special act o£ Its 'own, Victoria 
Is incorporated . Ainder the general 
terrria, of the Miiriiclijal'act.' The pow- 
ers of the city under the act are re- 
stricted and continual recourse to the 
legislature Is necessary for additional 
powers to perform thb" BmalleSf things. 
The clause mentioned is designed to 
remedy this. It reads as follows: 

"In city municipalities of over 10,000 
Inhabitants, such regulations as ti^e 
good of the inhabitants of the city re- 
quire, not specifically provided for by 
this section and subsections." ' 

City Solicitor Mann, in pointing out 
the difficulty under which tlio city 
had labored in the past instanced a 
case where an enactment of the city 
preventing more thanflve cows being 
kept by a single owner in a congested 
district, had been .set aside' by tlio 
courts. The. above 'clause was destined 
to remedy this.' A clause of similar 
nature was contained in similar acts 
enacted in Ontario and in various 
states of the, union, and ho thought 
that British Columbia should not be 
behind them in this. 

B. V. Bodwell, K. C, on behalf of 
the electric company, and G., H. Bar- 
nard, K. C, on behalf lof tho telephone 
company, opposed tho insertion of the 
clause. It would be unfair to their 
clients, they asserted, and under it 
the city might pass by-laws handi- 
caplng and injuring them. Mr. Bod- 
well went so far as to state., that the 
clause would virtually' render the en- 
tire act a dead letter, i '. ;; ■ 

Mr. Mann pointed, out. that neither, 
the liberty of the • subject nor the., 
rights of of any company or citizen' 
could bo affected by the clause as the 
latter could only be affected by the 
enactment of statutes and could not be 
Interfered with by the Municipal act 
at all. Mayor Hall also pressed the 
point and finally' ' the ' clause was 
passed. , . 

A second diause. brought forth even 
more strenuous opposition. It reads as 
fpjlows; 

* To regulate the placing of poles and 
wires and the replacing of poles in 
case of permanent sidewalks or per- 
manent work, and with due regard to 
existing contracts to compel wires to 
be placed underground In certain 
specified streets and bridges." 

Counsel for the two companies men- 
tioned strongly opposed the clause as 
injurious to their companies . and as 
conferring too great powers upon the 
municipality. 

Mr. Mann, in support of his conten- 
tion that the clause should bo allowed 
to remain, instanced the case of Rock- 
land avenue, in this city. This .street 
has been widened and the poles have 
been, left in their original positions 
The,, city should have power to compel 
their removal. 

After much discussion the clause 
was allowed to stand, with the addl 
tlon of an amendment providing that 
in the event of tho city exercising 
tlio powers mentioned, they , should 
adequately compensate the companies 
effected. 



STOLEN BEER BRINGS 
, , . IHEAVIL SENTENCE 

Two Longshoremen Given One 
Year Apiece— Blind Pig 
Broken /Up 



Barney Martin and J. Everett, two 
longshoremen who occupy a throe- 
roomed shack on Pembroke street, 
were sentenced to a year's imprison- 
ment yesterday for having a quantity 
of stolen beer in thejr possession, the 
property of tho Phoetilx iBrewing com- 
pany, knowing the same to be stdlon. 
The stuff was, found on the side walk 
Iri'front of the house, and the men did 
not deny that the beer was in the 
house, but said they did- not kno\/ hoWi 
It got there. ' They of feFeia\fad/^ 
tlon whatever of Its presence;; Mac-! 
donald,.. O'Brien and O'Connor, three 
friends of tlie other two, were also im- 
plicated, but they were discharged by 
the magistrate. The men were ail un- 
defended. 

The first witness was Emile Erb, an 
employee of the brewery, who identi- 
fied the beer, which was valued at ?14, 
as tho property of . tho brewery. It 
consisted of three five-gallon kegs and 
a quantity of quart bottles of beer and 
pint bottles of ale. He said he knew 
Martin, who was a customer of the 
brewery. He had. bougljt a fifteen- 
gallon keg. a ten-gallb'n , keg and a 
five-gallon keg at different ' times, the 
latter being the latest purchase and 
made January 11. Tho kegs v/ere the 
projjerty of the brewery and were sup- 
posed to be returned when empty. On 
February 12 ho reported the loss of 
three five-gallon kegs of beer, four 
dozen quarts of beer and two dozen 
pints of ale, v/hlch had been stolen 
from a delivery wagon left standing 
over night in the yard of -the brewery. 

Thomas J. Harrison, night watcli- 
man at the brewery, testified that on 
the night of February 11 he saw a 
man in tho brewery yard. As he went 
to get a weapon, the man fled through 
the gate, which, on investigation, 
proved to have been forced. This was 
the gate opening' dri Disb'oviryv street. 
The man was a tall fellbwi about six 
feet high ,and on being noticed he 
made his escape northwards tlirougli-f 
the new stables. Both keg and bot- 
tled beer had been taken from the 
wagon. 

Detective Sergeant Palmer told of 
finding the beer Icegs produced under 
tho sidewalk In front of the house in 
which Martin and Everett lived. He 
was accompanied by two other olli- 
cers and on their first visit they were 
unable to get into the house. Later 
they broke in and found the bottled 
beer concealed In/the roof, the hiding; 
place being reached' through; a man 
hole in the celling! ■ There were also 
three empty kegs concealed up there as 
well as a number of empty brandy 
bottles. 

Robert S. White, m clerk in the Al 
b\oi0' stove works, knew Martin by 
sight, and on the day in question saw 
tho policemen -go to his house a lit- 
tle after 9 in the mor.ning. Early in 
the afternoon he saw two men, wliom 
he identified as O'Connor and O'Brien, 
trying to get into the house. Soon af- 
terwards tlioy came out with three 
kegs of beer and a sack of bottles. The 
bottles were taken-,to»one of the other 
cabins and the kegs Were left on the 
verandah. .. Latbr; a man he l)elleved 
to be Macdonald -took the kegs off the; 
porch andlii put , them '.under the side;--' 
walk. .. I 

The police have good reason to be- 
lieve that Barney has for some time 
past been conducting a blind pig which 
Is patronized by the. longshoremen, but 
they have not been able to get satis- 
factory evidence upon which to lay an 
Information. The men offered no de- 
fense and were Sentenced ' as . stated.

The chief terms of the new bill In- 
troduced into the legislature yester- 
day, providing for the maintenance 
of provincial parks are as follows: 

2. The lleutenant-governor-in-coun- 
cii may, from time to time, reserve 
from pre-emption, sale, lease or li- 
ccn.se, any lands of the province, sit- 
uate in district municipalities or in 
unorganized territory for provincial 
parl-cs. 

3. Tlie lleutonanl-govcrnor-ln-coun- 
cll may appoint a board, to be called 
tho provincial parks board, to manage, 
regulate and control all existing pro 
vincial parks (except those for whicli 
trustees liave been appointed under 
the provisions of chapter 148 of the 
revised statutes, 1897), and any pro- 
vincial parlLs ostabli.shcd under tlie 
provisions of tlil.s act. 

4. Tlio said board shall bo a body 
corporate and politic, and sh.ill ho. 
composed of tlirco or five members, to 
be appointed by and to liold office 
during tlio pleasure of tho lieutenant- 
governor- ill-council. 

5. Two members of the board shall 
form a quorum when, tho board Is 
composed of three members, and three 
members shall form, a quorum when 
the board Is composed of five mem- 
bers. , 

8. The members of, the board shall 
serve without compensation , but each 
member sfiall bo entitled to ire/SSlve 
his actual dlabursemexits-foriexpehsas 
in visiting or siiperlntdndlrig the parks, 
when the. vlslt..0r> SeiVlce Is made or 
rendered' by the "direction of- the 
board. 

9. No member of the board shall 
havo any contract with tlie board or 
be pecuniarily interested, directly or 
indirectly. In any contract or work 
relating to the parks or park property. 

15. The board shall have power to 
attach peialties for tho infraction of 
their bylaws, and the .same shall bo 
enforced by summary proceedings be- 
fore a stipendiary, ma^i.strate or jus- 
tice of tho peace having jurisdiction 
in the locality in which tho offence is 
committed. 

Provision for the protection of the 
trees, shrubs, pipes, reservoirs and 
other property of tho board is pro- 
vided. A penalty of $50 upon convic- 
tion of Infraction of any of the regu- 
lations,; w>ay. be Imposed. 

Employment of Workmen

employment of workmen wa.s intro- 
duced by Parker Williams. It la of a 
somewhat radical nature, Tho chief 
provisions arc;

COLOGNE AI\ID^ITS SECRET 

The River Rhine, it is well kntivvn;.' 
Doth wash yourt CityMjf Cologne; ^u.,v 
But tell me,-,nymphs!Bwhat'5power-dI- 
i f ' vine- -a^«.i'*isS*4*-'. 5 S'V. 
■'.Shall henceforth wash the River 
Rhine? 

;' '/That Stanza of Coleridge's compris- 
es the sum of the average iintraveled 
man's knowledge of the famous Ger- 
man city. Cologne has guarded its 
trade secrets well, and even today, 
Vice-Consul LeSimple says, it is dif- 
ficult to get information about its 
principal industry. He has, however, 
gleaned some interesting facts, which 
are presented in a recent report to the 
State Department: Ho says: 

"The toilet-water industry in Co- 
logne waa established in the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century. At 
that time the city numbered about 
50,000 inhabitants, while the present 
population is 450,000. Cologne gained 
preeminence in this industry through 
the inventors of toilet water (Eau de 
Cologne). These were Paul Feminis 
and Maria Clementine, a Catholic nun, 
who came to Cologne, where for many 
years they manufactured the Eau de 
Cologne, and so founded the toilet- 
water industry oC this city. This was 
"begun on a small .?cale, with only a 
few person.s employed, whom they did 
not initiate into the secrets, of the 
whole prbcess, the last and niost im- 
portanti mixture >belng m?ide by the 
inventors themselves. Paul Feminis 
left the secret with the Farina family 
while the nun bequeathed the secret 
'to one Peter Schaeben, who had been 
• iiw. assistant for many years. Both 
•families still carty on the business and 
are the leading manufacturers. 

"The importance of the industry is 
by no means gi'eat enough tn nial-co 
the city dependent upon it. There are 
about thirty inanufactorics of Eau de 
Cologne in this city, five of them be- 
ing of importance. They each employ 
on an average of ten men. The wages 
paid to employes vary between $1.25 
and $2.00 per day, while the office 
men receive tsalaries,, according to 
their ability, ranging from $1,500 to 
$2,000. 

"tt 1.5 difiicult to approximate tlic 
money invested in the business, but it 
may be stated that the outlay by tlie 
different firms varies from $10,000 to 
$200,000. The toilet-water industry is 
confined to the City of Cologne. Tlie 
chief countries making purchases are 
England and Its: colonies, Austria and 
RuBjjia." N • 



' KNOCK ATTHE DOOR 

"Always knock upon a closed door." 
This bit of advice was given to me in 
rebuke years ago by my dtately old 
grandmother, into whose morning 
room I had burst unannounced one 
day, and I've never forgotten it. 

Wh(!thor it lias meant "knocking u])- 
on tlic closed door" of the future, or 
an ambition, or opportunity, or inspir- 
ation, the memory of it hsis ' always 
arisen to confront me as an incentive 
for success or as a warning against 
impulsive action. 

The "closed door" of a child's nature 
—especially if It be a semsitivo, re- 
served nature — is a threshold at which 
few mothers think it ncc.ssary to 
pause and "knock" for admittance. 
The general belief is that the child Is 
the mother's; therefore its little ''sec- 
rets," its shrlnkinga from contact, its 



seemingly unwarranted reserves ai'o 
hers by right of ownership. 

But this Is a blunder and a serious 
one at that, and many a child has been 
made a liar and taught deception from 
a forced entrance into his little heart. 

"Perhaps it will surprise you to bo 
told that you have stolen what does 
not belong to you — you have, stolen the' 
child's confidence, to which you had 
no moral right — and such an action 
has proved a poiht agaln'st you; It has 
proved that you haven't been worthy 
to enter, for you couldn't understand 
What yoji- found there after you got in 
" "But faiiiijother has a Tight to know 
all that her child thinks or feels or 
does," you argue in protest. 

But no — pardon me— a mother has 
the phivilege of knowing all that her 
child does or thinks or feels, and that 
is all that she . is entitled to. "Privi 
letes" and "rights" have two distinct 
meaning.s — the one ha.j the gracious 
distinction of a favor, the otlier that 
of an established fact, and you have 
yet to prove to yourself and the child 
your claim to the latter. 

Suppose as you "burst into tlio 
morning room" of your child's «ouI, 
you found a little trembling lie in hid- 
ing there, what would you have done ? 
Shown him your wratli and horror ni 
his "crime?" Scolded him Cor having 
harbored it Beaten him tordenying 
its presence? Punished him for his 
impertinent words Of protest at your 
intrusion? Perhaps all of these things, 
perhaps none. 

At all events, tlie little He i.s then', 
looking up at you with frightened 
eyes and small white face of fear. Of 
fear! Fear of what? Fear of the 
mother who should have been his lov 
ing, understanding protector in this his 
hour of temptation and hi.s fall. 

Who has been false, then, after all — 
tlie mother or the child? Ilasn't there; 
been any time left from the pressure! 
of domestic and sociii! duties for you 
to have acquired the habit of "knocl 
ing" for admittance upon tlie "clo.sed 
door" of that curiously shut-in heart ? 
Ah, mothers. If not, why not ? 

A sensitive child should never bo 
harshly addressed, no matter what th 
occasion for spoaljing so to hini. A 
lot of the re.:^i!rv(! in a cliild arises 
from this very thing. He is uiicon 
.sciously protectinK liimselC from a 
sh.'U']! word by making the occasions 
for si)ealclng to him at all as few and 
far between as the development of his 
intellect will liclp him to do. 

By blundering Into his confidence 
uninvited you have lost the opportun- 
ity for knowing ^just what he had in- 
tended doing about the little black 
guest he had been eutei^ainlng. "Whe- 
ther or not, some day soon he was 
going to bolster up his- CDurag« to ihk 
steading point and confess to you what 
he had done.

'Many Canadfana' can remember 
when at almost every fireside in the 
pioneer settlements of the Maritime 
provinces and Western Ontario, the 
question of total abstinence was hotly 
4pbated, Fifty years ago great num- 
bers of the young men of Canada be- 
came convinced that the drinking 
^ liabits of the country were bad, alike 
for the individual and the community. 
These temperance men were very earn- 
est. They agreed with their neighbors 
and gradually convinced a large ma- 
jority of them that the drinking cus- 
oC tlie time were not only wa.steful and 
wicked, but disgraceful. The result 
was that many of their sons grew up 
to manhood without ever having tast- 
ed alcohol. 

In these days when allusions are 
made in almost every issue of tlie 
daily papers to the great progress of 
temperance legislation, it will be in- 
teresting to trace the movement on 
this continent. The United Stated 
had scarcely entoreu upon the respon- 
sibilities of nationiiood when the Phil- 
adelpliia (."ollcge of Physicians up- 
pealed to Congress to impose ■ such 
heavy duties as would restrain the in- 
temperance use of alcoholic drinks. 

ill lSl-1, Dr. bynian Bucher institut- 
ed a campaign against Intemperance. 
His elociuent words sank into the 
hearts of his countrymen and luvve 
borne fruit. 

About the middle of tlic century 
that wonderful iiiaii, Father Mat- 
thews, reall'.ed how much drunken- 
ness contributed to the, poverty and 
degradation of his countrymen. With 
resistless eloquence he , appealed to 
.the warrti hearts and quick' emotions 
of his countrymen and recruits to the 
army of total abstainers came pouring 
in. Not satisfied with his. work in the 
old land, he crossed the ocean and lee-' 
tured to his countrymen and others In 
the -United States. While such men as 
Lyman, Bueher and Father Matthews 
were heard, by the whole Bltiglish 
speaklng Wdrld the.v were not the only 
advocates of temperance. Thousands 
ot clergymen of all denominations in 
England, in the United States and In 
the colonies labored vvltli varying de- 
grees of success in the .'"cause of so- 
briety. 

Then ;.there appeared upon, the tem- 
perance platform the reformed drunk- 
ard, of whom John B.. Gough Is the 
most conspicuous 'example. Some of 
tlieso men had great oratorical powers 
and conducted revivals, which like all 
such movements, were productive of 
great excitement and some lasting 
good. So far temperance advocates 
had depended on what was, called 
"moral suasion." No attempt was 
made to call In the aid of law to re- 
move temptation from the pathway of 
tlic man who was trying to reform or 
to enforce sobriety on Oie drunkard. 
To free him from the bonds which lie 
had forged for himself, he who had 
VdWcn was urged to rely on the help 
of God, his brother, and his own man- 
hood. Tlioso who were free were 
warned of the dangers of indulgence 
and asked to pledge themselves to total 
abstinence. 

It was among the lumbermen and 
shipbuilders of Maine that Neal Dow 
procured the enactment of the lir.^t 
Prohiliition law in 1851. Few will 
contend that this law has been a com- 
plete suecess but ju.st as few will deny 
tliat, by Its operation, the sale of 
liquor has been greatly le.-isened. 

Tile e.Naiiiple of Maine has been fol- 
io wd by Kunsa.s, North Dakota, Okla- 
h:ima, Cicorsia and Alabama, whicli 
have doelared for prohibition. In most 
of tlio States, however, and in many 
parts of Canada there are local option 
laws wiiieli give tlio pooi)lc of any 
county the power of regulatling the 
sale of liiiuor wilhin its border. 
Prince Edward Island has succeeded 
in placing a proiiiliition law upon tli 
statute borjk .and temperance people 
express tliemsolvi.-s a.s well pleased 
with Hie result of the experiment. 

The story of the rise of the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union In a little 
village in Ohio and its organization 
iiador Miss Francis IS. Willard is fa 
miliar to all readers. Its rapid spread 
and its great inOuerice has become a 
marked feature of present day society 
Just where or how the renewed agi- 
tation for the suppression of the liquor 
trafHc has arisen is not easy to tell, 
but Its progress indicates that the peo 
pies of tlie Anglo-Saxon race have de- 
tenniued to strictly control the 'traf 
lie and as soon as possible put -an end 
to it. 'I'lie advocate.i of total abstinence 
are no longer eunllned to the churches, 
the women, or even the philanthro- 
pists. Hard-headed business men and 
Kreat coi'iioratiou.'; insist on the SO- 
bricty of tlieir employees and in some 
cases the use of liijuor by them Is 
forbidden. Whatever may be the res- 
ult, the time has arrived when the 
rulers of English speaking countries 
mu4t, .reckon with jiubllc opinion on 
this gi'eat- question.

"Tlje reason I 'anl' always tired," a 
friend of mine said recently in my 
hearing, "is that I am always trying 
to put 15 minutes' work into 10 min- 
utes' time. I undertake something that 
I could not finish in the space I have 
allowed for it if 1 kept on a full run 
all the time. Then when some acci- 
dent interferes all ray calculations are 
thrown out 'and everything g-oes 
wrong." 

I am myself constantly fighting with 
the temptation to undertaice more than 
I can accomplish In a given time. In a 
way, I enjoy working under the spur. 
That Is, if I have a long, quiet morn- 
ing ahead of me, jWith just as much as 
I can p,ut Into. It. if I work all the 
while, and witli: the ideal set before 
me of finishing. a certain amount at a 
given time, tliere is excitement and 
enjoyment about it. But I don't like 
to see three hours' work ahead of me 
and only two hours and a half in which 
to do it. Nor do I like to plan for 
luting in everything to the time I have 
at command, and then have something 
or some one come in and talto tlie 10 
minutes I didn't have to sijare. 1 felt 
this especially the other day when I 
went sliopplng. I don't like shopping 
at all; at least, not shopping as it is 
generally understood. If I know what 
I want and where to find it and have 
the money for it, I don't mind 'going 
to the place where it Is sold and or- 
dering It and paying for it. But on 
this special, occasion the tiling I 
thought I could find at a certain place 
\vas not there, and I had to seelc fur- 
ther. Then, when ! found it there 
were two customers ahead of me. and 
I had toiwalt piy turn, gaining: an ap- 
preciation,' by .tlie wa:y,iof the circum- 
stances that rh'ako' women, pi'ish in 
ahead of others when they are in a 
hurry. -By the time 1 tiad what I 
wanted it was too late to do the other 
things I liad planned for, and since I 
had not allowed any time for the hin- 
drances I might have expected, I was 
forced to go home with my errands 
undone. 

That is the trouble with so many of 
us. We try to put too much into a 
given time, and then when interrup- 
tions arrive tliey eat up our leisure 
and leave us witli our necessary work 
unfinished. It would be niucii better 
if we could so plan our work from the 
beginning tiiat wo could decide what 
must positively bo done and what wo 
could positively leave undone. Oh, 
yes 1 have hoard tliat lieforo, and 
when I have .--aid: "But sujipose you 
were ill and couldn't do the things?" 
the answer coine.-j; "Oh, but tliat is 
different." 

Well, I dare say it is. When illness 
puts on the brakes and says "stop!" 
there is an allowance made for us 
that wc could not ask or exiiect when 
we 'are well. But yet, if we will go 
over our daily lives calmly and dispas- 
sionately, don't you think -vye can find 
something that could bo crowded out 
without doing any great harm to any 
one, and whoso omission would be of 
benefit to the person who left. In 'un 
done ? 1 , 

Then there are the young women- 
eager, ambitious, longing ''to'put' 'ail 
into thoiV lives that these will hold. I 
recollect all about' it." . I' was that sort 
of young woman myself orice. 

As a result,, they are not willing 
that anything. . of interest shall be 
crowded out, and so needful rest and 
repose are the things that go to the 
well — and then the girl finds out that 
patience and the power of endurance 
and of sympathy arc among the tilings 
that were crowded out, and that she 
and others must suffer for tlie lack 
of them. It makes no difference what 
may be the age of .the girl — whether 
she bo out In the world taking care 
of herself or in the school getting 
ready for her life's worlc — wherever 
slie is, in 99 cases out of TOO she is 
doing too much and crowding out.

".13c it resolved that we, the Tr.ldos 
and Labor Council of Edmonton, shall 
use our best endeavor and work to 
have the above law of tlie imperial Ja- 
[lanesQ ordnance No. .152 maile oper.a- 
tlvc as a Dominion or provincial law 
a.gainst tho encroachment of the Ori 
ental laborer, as we consider it to the 
best interests of tlio.wliite laborer; and 
be it further added to the above law, 
that all said Orientals who carry con- 
cealed or dangerous Aveapons shall do 
so on tlie pnin of detiarlation; and bo it 
further resolved, that all said treaties 
in reference to the above law be added 
and made operative with the above 
law. 

•'And bo it further I'esolvcd tliat we 
notify the Trades and Labor congress 
of Canada and all afliliated bodies in 
Albert.a and Ih-ilisli Columbia of said 
resolullon ,;iskirig tlieir efforts in sup- 
port of said law, as wo believe it is the 
only solution to the present influx of 
Orientals into this country, wliicli is, 
and always should be, ii white country 
for a. white m.an." 

The following resoiiition endorsing 
the above was passed: "That this 
council endorses tlie sentiments therein 
expressed and recommends the s.-ime to 
tho consideration of the nieinbers of 
the Dominion ;ind provincial govern- 
ments in connection with the popular 
(luestion of Oriental cxcluslini from the 
Dominion." 

A rc!solutlon was also passed endors- 
ing the provisions of tlu.' J'actory act, 
wliicli has been introduced Iiy A. K. 
McPhlllips, K C, at the iircFient session 
of tlie local legislature. 

Tho usual routine l)Uslnc:;H was also 
tivmsacted.

DOMINION TAKES ACTION 



Federal Government Will

,v'TIio arrival of tlio steamer Tosa 
maru, 01 tho N. Y. K. line, ("apt. Na- 
givo, from Yokohama, yeatei-dav, with 
.1155, . Japanese , steerag'e - passengers on 
boaFd, 34 of 'Whom were for this port, 
resulted in tho new British Columbia 
immigration act being brought into 
rorce for the first time, and one of tho 
number, CholoJIro Takahasht, chosen 
i>y the newcomers from among them- 
(relvcs, was selected to be brouglit into 
court to test the condtitutlonalitv of 
tlio new act. On the arrival ol tho 
Tosa at tho outer wharf the regular 
procedure was taken by the federal 
Irainigration ofllcials, X)r. Milne and 
Mr. EofC. They bora-ded the steamer 
vith the customs officers, all others 
heing refused pcrmi.s.sion to board. 
The Japjiiicso .steerage passenger.^ 
were herded on tho main deck in the

ports were examined. There were 47 
booked for A'ictoria. One stowaway 
who was found, was arrested, to be 
held for deportation. The newcomers, 
including five women, were paraded 
on the dock, and by means of an in- 
terpreter, tliey were informed that 
ihi.'so who left tlie steamer here must 
rt-uiain in Canada.

lice. . Takahashi, Who, ^ with many 
hews, said: "Me spik no," was select- 
ed, and Dr. Milne, Dominion Immigra- 
tion officer, landed the 34 for inspec- 
ilon. After examining their eyes and 
purses, to see if they were free from 
trnchoma and had $25 in cash, tho 
newcomers were marched to the im- 
migration oflico for the further exam- 
ination of their passports, to be ques- 
tioned, etc., and there, last night, the 
man selected for the test was taken 
under arrest. • . • 

Col. F. E. Gregory, for the Dominion 
government, will make an application 
Jn the local courts this morning for a 
rule nisi for habeas corpus, this action 
being taken to have a ruling given as 
to the constitutionality of the Immi- 
gration act passed recently by tho 
Britisli Columbia government ^ and 
placed in force yesterday for the first 
time in this city. The order being 
made for a rule nisi it will be return- 
.iblo at some date in the near future, 
and then habeas corpus proceedings 
will be commenced. Pending a deci- 
sion in this regard it is not expected 
that any action will be taken with re- 
gard to others of the 34 new arrivals 
Who fail to pas3 tho educational test 
imposed by the now act. All were do- 
vtalried last night by Dr. Milne, Domin- 
ion official, whose inspection was not 
^(Cpmpleted, except in the case of Ta- 
;>;kahashl, whose examination was hur- 
ried to, facilitate the test case which 
the Dominibn government g^ive the 
ofhciala instructions to make, A por- 
tion of the arrivals are able tc pass 
tho required educational test. 

Hhe Tosa maru, which had. a ' fine 
.trip from Yokohama, making the run 
in fourteen days, brought a cargo of 
about 3,000 tons of general freight. In- 
cluding 200 tons, consisting of 3,3S5 
■packages, b,-ig.i, bale.i, ets., of rice, soy 
and general Chinese and Japanese 
merchandise for this port. There was 
but one pa.s.sengcr other than .Japa- 
nese, Miss .\nna C. Hart.-ihorno, from 
.Tokio for Seattle. S. Tamamura, a 
JapaufiKo merchant, was the only 
other saloon pasnengor. There were 
fourteen second-class pns.-;engors, all 
Japanese, of whom T. Sato v.'as the 
only one who landed here.

The guard iar. of 
the tomb is unable to explain the origin 
of the practice, but maintains that it is 
very 'effeclive.- ■ -^A. - priest' of - Suiiia 
temple, when questioned on the sub- 
ject, said that there was a tradition 
that the place of burial of the head of 
the warrior would, IC wor.shipped, cure 
any disease affecting the head. As 
February 7 was the 726th anniversary 
festival of Atsuniori, there was a great 
gathering at the tomb on that day.

HUNTING EXPEDITION 



Five Gold l^icces Wore All That IVIon- 
terey'a Company Ftecovered From 
Gold»n Gate Wreck

Anotlier treasure-hunting expedition 
to tho South Pacific similar to one 
^vhich som-enth-jsiaats some time ago 
attempted to organize 'here, has end- 
ed with the return to San Francisco 
of the schooner IVfonterey from the 
wreck of the steamer Golden Gate 
which wont down in 1S62 near Man- 
zanillo. Capt. J. W. Johnson, who or- 
ganized tho Monterey expedition on 
his return, announced that the quest 
had been a faihiro owing to the chok- 
ing of the pumps by tho sand in 
which the bones of the old steamer 
lie burled. It is understood that no 
further effort w!!! be made to find 
this supposed gold mine, as the nu- 
merous attempts have convinced 
Johnson- that, those who told him that 
the Goldehv Gate's treasurev had been 
recovered'. Ion? ago knew what they 
talked about. 

This latest effort tnot with enough 
success to be tantalizing. The pumps 
worked for a time, and otit of tho 
stuff sucked from tho ocean's bed the 
treasure hunters panned out two J20 
gold pieces and one each of $10, $5 and 
$2,50 gold pieces, also some old cop- 
per. 

Tho Monterey left ' San Francisco 
November G and reached Manzanillo 
after an uneventful trip. The only 
serious mishap that befell the expedi- 
tion was the, capsizing of a ■ boat in 
the surf December 10. Peter Kohnke, 
tho ship's carpenter; suffered injur- 
ies in the subsequent battle In the 
surf, from which ''ho died, Alexander 
Jack-son, a seaman, died December 17, 
a victim of apoplcvy. 

The steamer Golden Gate left .San 
Francisco in 1SG2 for New Tork with 
a lart^e shipment of gold from the 
California mines and a big crowd of 
successful miner.s. The vessel took 
fire, and to give those on board a 
chance for their lives was run aahoro 
off Manzanillo. An oxiiedltloh that

ORIANA REINSURED 
AFTER HER ARRIVAL 



Failure to Report Tramp Re- 
sultsln 'Loss to the Unaer- 
writers^ 



The stoamor Oriana, which recently 
came from Au.stralia after a very long 
passage, will be the occasion ot sonio 
Investigation on tlio part of certain 
underwriters at Lloyd's who paid ten 
per cent to reinsure the steamer af- 
ter sho had arrived at Vancouver. The 
Oriana was reported from Honolulu 
January 25 last when on her %vay liprc 
and this report was published locally, 
though .seemingly not transmitted to 
England by cable as usual. Tho oon- 
sequenco was that for more than two 
weeks al^erwatS'lO per cent was be- 
ing paid to. Jelhsure the steamer. 

Tho o.yerdu'e' market has received a 
couple (jf " additions, tho American 
schooner ' Marconi, 94 days from Syd- 
ney for San Francisco, has been rein- 
sured at 20 per cent, and the Norwe- 
gian bark Zambese, IIS days from Rio 
Grande for the United Kingdom or the 
Continent is quoted at 10 per cent. 

The rate on tho British bark Castle 
Rock has been increaseil to 92 per 
cent and grave fears aro bcinij folt 
for her safety. She Is now 14S days 
out from Newcastle for Portland with 
a cargo of coal. Tho "Rock" ships 
have always had a reputation as slow 
sailors, the Castle Rook on a ]u-ovious 
occasion when bound from Shanghai 
to Victoria having: been reinsuroj as 
high as 90 per cent when she reached 
port minus a few sails, but otherwise 
uninjured. The Beacon Roclc is one 
of the few ships which have arrived 
safely after being po.-itcd as missing 
at Lloyds. While on a voyage from 
Sydney, N. S. \V., to Wellington, N. 
Z., some years ago her steering gear 
became disabled and, long overdue, 
with reinsurance paid at 90 per cent 
and her obituary written by being 
posted as missing, tho ship reached 
Telcuhuano, Chili. The Rod Rock 
was- also another one of the fleet 
which; eontinually flg^ria on the over- 
due list until as the Carnarvon Castle 
she was "burned at sea about two 
years ag:o. •■! • '; ■ 

.The rate ;on. .'the-tTruguayan barken - 
tine Andromeda .has-, been advanced 
from 20 to 25,per;oe.nt,. This vessel is 
114 days out from Newcastle with coal 
for San Francisco. The nominal rate 
on tho C. P. R. steamer Mount Tem- 
ple, which went ashore at West Iron- 
bound Island, near St. John, N. B., 
some months ago, has been lowered to 
30 per cent owing to the chances of 
salvage, now being carried on, being 
considered good. 



ABSENCE , OF MEANS 

FOR LIFE-SAVING 



Severe Comments of Seattle Paper on 
- the Government Neglect to 
■ -Protect Coastline 



- Under the head, of "Murderous neg- 
ligence" the Seattle Post-Intclligcncer 
speaks of tho unguarded condition of 
tho United States North Pacific coast 
in as far as tho absence of life-saving 
facilities are concerned, as follows: 
On Sunday night at 11 o'ciock a ship's 
boat, carrj'ing three men in tho last 
stages of exhaustion and one dead 
man, reached Neah bay, inside of the 
entrance to the Straits ot Fuca. These 
men wore survivors ot the American 
ship Emily Reed, which was wrecked 
off the mouth of tho Nehalcm river, on 
the Oregon coast, at 1:30 o'clock on 
tho previous Friday morning. Without 
food or- water, these men had made 
the terrible voyage up the coast from 
tho scene of the wreck, a distance of 
upwards of 200 miles. One of them 
died from tho hardships which he had 
suffered; the others barely survived. 

The hardship and, sufterlng which 
these men endured were due to the 
fact that along the coast which they 
^\ ere compelled to pa«s there was no 
port at Which they could make a land- 
ing wltii their ^boat in this condition 
that it ■4i?a'3, and no life-saving or alg- 
nal station from which their plight 
cotild be seen and assistance extended 
to them. Indeed, Jinowlng the absence 
of all suoh Hfe-saving facilities, the 
men in. the boat kept well off shore, 
that Lliey might not bo wrecked on tho 
ironbound coa.-5t, and to increase the 
possiblillty of being picked up by some 
one of the many passing vessels. 

There is no stretch of the Atlantic 
coast of this country along which a 
similar incident is possible. There 
Ufe-yavlng station adjoins life-saving 
station in such close proximity that 
the patrols of one .are in touch with the 
other, and all stations are connected 
■with each other and with tlu? nearest 
coast towns by telephone. On this 
coast there aro no such complete 
agencie.6 and only a very few Isolated 
stations. Even had the boat hoen 
sighted from the shore, there was no 
manner In whicli the woi-<l could have 
boon sent in with speed, so that as- 
sistance might have reached it; nor, 
indeed, wa.-i th(;re any manner in 
wlilch such assistance-could have boon 
extended, save through the humanity 
ot private owners of vussols. 

These facts aro not now. A sijccial 
oomml.-ision, appointed directly ijy the 
president of tlio United States, report- 
ed them in full, almost two years ago. 
Not one of the reconiniendations of 
that coinmission has as yet lieon car- 
ried into effect. If tlio i-i-conimr-nda- 
tions had been carried iiUo clfcct in' 
full, tho hardships, the -.iulfering and 
tho death Incident to the terrible voy- 
age in an open boat of those ca.-ita- 
ways would never have occurrod. The 
slninicfiil, cruel, uiuvarrantn.bin negli- 
gonco in providing suitable aids to 
navigation and proper life-saving ap- 
pliances for the North Pacilic coLst of 
this continent disgraces our goveni- 
mont. 

Is there no method possible to init 
an end to the lethargy and disgraceful 
slowness which has characterized the 
movements to: carry ■ Into effect tlio 
roconimendiitlons of the president'.-? 
special conirhlsslon?

The steamer Belloroptfon, of the 
Blue Funnel line,, Capt. Bartlott, ar- 
rived in port last, night from .Seattle 
and after loading a lar'gc shipment of 
salmon for ivivorpool at the outci- 
doclc in addition to the salmon and 
general freight taken on her last vis- 
Its, will leave this morning for Liv- 
erpool via the usual ports of call. 
Four members of the steamer's crew 
wlio were landed at AVilliam Head, 
suffering from srhallpox, on arrival 
from the far east were brought from 
the qiiantntine station on tho steamer 
Madge, having completely recovered, 
and rejoined their steamer last night 
after a month's absence.

450 barrels of tallow, 1,000 tons ot 
Hour, GOO tons of salt herring, three 
cars acetate of lime, 7,000 cases con- 
densed millc, one c.a- steel scrap, one 
car of soap, one err machinery, forty 
tons of strawboard for Manila, ten 
tons of hops for Freniantle, five tons 
of wlnalebone for Glasgow, fifty tonsj 
whale fertilizer for Kobe, in addition 
to much other . general cargo. P''or 
Hongkong the stcamor is carrying two 
spars, each '■.j.'ySftV^nty-l'our feet in 
Iengtri';|L,nd Lwe^^^^^four inches squaj-.e.

The st^ajpferl Strathspey is expected 
at any t;ljn6 "'-"from Mollendo with 
large shipments of nitrate on board, 
of which 860 tons are to be landed 
here- for the Victoria Chemical Works 
and 500 tons for^ the Hamilton ]Po'vv- 
der company. ?The ' nitrate shipments 
form the greatest of all Chili's exports 
and according to Capt. Rickm9.nn, 
of the Kosmos liner Salatls, which 
recently arrived from South American 
ports enroute from Hamburg, If - It 
were not for the trade in nitrate 
Chili would be in a Uad way. Condi- 
tions are so'*' unstable says Captain 
Rickmahn, that the - Chilian dollar, 
whose standard valine is about 50 
cents' is'iriow quoted'-at only between 
6 and 7 pence. This' money fluctuates 
a great deal and In consequence cap- 
italists pnd shippers., doing business 
in that country are oftbn subject to 
great annoyance and heavy losses. 

Capt. Hlckmann states that in con- 
sequence of existing •conditions capi- 
tal is nervous about .making invest- 
ments. Chill is a rich country and 
formerly exported largo quantities of 
wheat. Now, he says, ChtlL.is im- 
porting .grain ■ &nd this anomalous 
state of. affairs is largely due to tho 
lassiness .of the Chilean laborer. Con- 
sequently the mariner has arrived at 
the giilnlon that did Chill not have 
nitrate to export there would be little 
business In the country. 

The depreciation of Chilian money 
may strike the seamen on the Salatls 
hard.- "^hese Chilians are signed on 
for 50 Chilian dollars per month. 
When deductions of United States 
money advanced them are made they 
win probably have little due them in 
their native coin when tho Salatls re- 
turns to Chill and pays these men 
off.

CHINESE SEEK TO 

SECURE SHIPP ING, TRADE 

Boycott Begun Against British Vessels 
Trading On the Coast of 

Cathay * 

Th</Britlsh? coastwise shipping* trade 
of South China is threatened by a 
boycott being organized at various 
ports, which is giving Japanese -shlp- 
P'n^r a further .'advantage In securing 
the far-oastern trade for which the 
Nipponese have been competing since 
the close, of tlio recent war. 

The great British firms .at present 
have ai ; oqntroUlng; /share: ..of all the 
trade Viaiyst'eaShshlpiisi-iljbt^ the 
C h Ina cdttsf *i?analijp * tMjj hia^ 
tliey ca.n;-flp'tt,;^ 
supHniabjrri^jJs :b6en v^^^ 
.•ened bj'- the; japaiidse shipping' com- 
panies vvho-obtalhed hundreds of -small 
steamships as- the result ot tho pur- 
chasos, captures and seizures during 
the Russian war. The Japanese have 
become so strong that nearly half the 
clearances in China are vessels flying 
tho Nippon .nag. Their tonnage is 
•smaller, however. The Japanese can 
operate their ves.«iels so much cheaper 
than the British vessels that thoy can 
make rates too low for profit to tho 
British ships. The Japanese likewise 
favor their own countrymen every 
time and are masters at giving robatca 
and special concessions to shippers. 

The boycott is tho result of tho agi- 
tation which followed the recent ef- 
forts of the British government to 
suppres.s piracy by organizing a patrol 
of seven gunboats on the West river. 
Tho enforcement of the collection of 
tolls against Chinese craft by local of- 
ficials has Incensed tho people against 
tho foreign craft, most of which aro 
British. The! Chinese, who have the 
backing of ofllcials, merchants and 
traders of native cities, are diverting 
what trade they can from tho British 
.-toamers. The Chinese Ilock to the 
old Cliineso junks .and steamships 
lierding together like cattle, while tho 
great docks of the big four and five 
thousand ton British river boats are 
deserted. Tho China Mail, tho leading 
newspaper of Hongkong declares that 
tho boycott against American goods, 
started because of the exclusion bill, 
iiad a had effect .for several 'yearsi-but 
that it has now lost lts-,fqf6ib,':.:Bu't th'e 
boycott against the 'Brltlshc.;.-' ships 'is 
likely to be of lasting effect^and Of 
more force, as it will b^' un|!ertaken 
by the most powerful :^lnfluences in 
China, It is pointed out by the Mall 
that the Chinese',fia-ve' takisn'^a lesson 
from the Japanese • wltb .have control- 
led their coastwiiBO' shipping 'for many 
years and are:-how:,aerl6usly competing 
with the ^ioreigtiers'-ln .the' foreign 
trade. "', , ''\.} ... • ' 

Tho native preSs! demand tttat; the 
Peking authorities '.ehswjt lays to, ^eep 
out the foreign .'shlpiB, .li)Uti .this could 
not affect the trade bet'w,ee«is:'H,ongkohg 
and Canton and other ports as the 
former port is British territory and 
could not be legislated against. 

The Chinese have already a large 
sized steamship company now operat 
ing along tho coast, and .severar; small 
concerns which operate river :3teamers. 
It is planned to . buy r steanishlps - at 
first and IbuildVitKtemv;^Srapidly as the 
demahds 'of tMo*tifade>requlre.-iIii6iading 
Chinese . firms say . that scores of 
s tcamshlRB of-; f ram; .le.O.Q,; to, , ;?,0pOi ^ on s 
caivrbe/boughfc'in^orelgn, countries at 
pri®i^'^j!5Si^*»«a!b5the vossela arevold, 
and cahriot be 'operated by the owners 
in competition' -with modern ships, but 
with G!Wnese-,crews and Chinese of- 
ficers .?.'.With the Chinese merchants 
backing- the llhesrithese -old boats can 
bo made to 'pay handsome prodts. 
When new vessels are noedod, the 
Chinese, plan to establish shipyards 
and employ foreign engineers and con- 
structors. But in time tho plan calls 
for Chinese engineers and the govern- 
ment will be . asked to send several 
hundred Chlne'^e- students to Europe 
and America to study the' shipbuilding 
art. 

As the local trade of China is esti 
mated to be valued at more than $1,- 
000,000,000, tho Chinese are firm be 
lievers in the ultimate success of the 
plan. ' 

Strike Averted 

Tho threatened strike of boiler n-iak- 
ers and Iron shipbuilders and the lock- 
out by tho -employers bus been averted 
the men having agreed to accept the 
modified terms of the employers. It 
may be fairly said that tlio honors in 
this instance are divided. The employ- 
ers acted in the interests of peace, and 
gave to tho men's representatives op- 
portunities of scouring the assent of 
the men to the proposed reductions in 
wages, and oven went so far as to 
limit the reduction to piece rtitos in- 
stead of to all rates — time and piece. 
TJio officials of tho union tried their 
best to .secure peace, and at the same 
time obtain for the men tho best pos- 
sible conditions. But, when it came to 
a question of strife, they put the case 
EG strongly against a strike that the 
inon gavn In, and accepted the terms 
offered. Thus a great industrial war, 
involving great loss and suffering, was 
;ivertcd. Both may rejoice at tho ro- 
."jult. Tho general result of the ending 
ot this dispute will be a closer and 
firmer frlondlhiess of the employers 
and the union's representatives in deal- 
ing with labour questions that may 
arise. It will eventuate in mutual bar- 
gaining which will avert disastrous 
strikes, and especially those sectional 
strikes of which employers so bitterly 
complair.-V-Engineering.

An amendment is made to the clauso 
governing tho pre-emption of survey- 
ed lands, allowing tho cliiof commis- 
Bioner to permit the recording of lots 
which in a survey which has been 
gazetted have exceodod 160 acres. Tho 
excess is limited to 20 acres. 

The clause Is as follows:' ' ^' ■. ^ 

"Provided, however; that in cases of 
tlio survey of lands by tho crown, or 
of Itinds tho survey of wliicli lias been 
..gazetted, in which tlio area of a lot, or 
of a sub-dlvliion of a townsVilp, ex- 
ceed!*' one liundred and sixty acres, the 
chief commissioner of lands and works 
shall have power to permit of a pro- 
emiJtor recording such lot or subdivi- 
sion, but such excess area sliall in no 
cdse be more than twentv acres. 

; "Provided, further, that any person 
desiring to pre-empt in a quarter sec- 
tion of land being a subdivision of a 
township, or ft, portion of a surveyed 
lot, the survey of which has been ga- 
zetted, must confine such application 
to one paiticuUir quarter of sueli sec- 
tion or lot, or legal subdivi.sion there- 
of, and shall not be jiennittcd to in- 
clude any portion of atuxhcr quarter 
section, or lot, or aii3' additional land 
outside the boundaries thereof." 
Sale of Lands. 

Several amendments to the regula- 
tions 'governing the sale of crown 
land j ;are made. 

The '..lieutenant-governor in council 
is given po'wer to permit the sale un- 
der the terms of the act of foreshore 
lands, tidal laiuls, the bed of the sea, 
or lands covered by any navigable 
water, quarries, or lands suitable for 
fishing stations or cannery sites. 

Indians are denied the riglit to pur- 
chase surveyed lands, and any person 
Is' limited to tlie purchase of 160 acres 
of surveyed lands under section 3G, 
which reads as follows: 

"So much of the unappropriated and 
imoccupiod lands of the province, the 
surveys of which have been dul.v made 
and conlirnied in tho British Columbia 
Gazette, ivhich are not tlio sites of 
, t,f>'y\'ns or the, suburbs thereof, nor In- 
qian settlement.?, and as are not re- 
Scsrt'ed from' sale by the lieutenant- 
"governor in council, may be classified 
.Ul the same manner as unsurveyed

council such surveyed lands, as may

j'-'By an amendment to section 46, in 
staklner land to be held 'under lease,

notice for every ten miles he is dis- 
tant from tho ofHce ol? the land comr 
mlssioncr. 

Hand Logging. 

By a new section. No. 69, the chief 
commissioner is empowered to prant 
a special license upon the payment of 
$50 to any person to cut timber on 
such crown lands not toing timber 
limits on the mainland and north of 
a line drawn east and west from Riv- 
ers Inlet and west of tho 127th 
meridian. This license is personal and 
Is only for hand logging and lasts a 
year. 

Reserves for Indians. 

The following amendment Is added 
to clauso 79, providing for the reserv'a'- 
tion of lands for Indians: 

"Provided always, that it shall he 
lawful for the lieutenant-governor in 
council to, at any time, grant, con- 
vey, sell or dispose of, on such terms 
as may he deemed advisable, tlio in- 
terest of the province, reversionary or 
otherwise, in any Indian reserve, or 
any portion thereof, to suoh'person or 
persons as may have secured from tho 
Dominion government and the Indians 
a grant or surrender of their rights in 
such reserve, or portion thei'cof : Pro- 
vided that a return of any alienations 
made under the provisions of this sec- 
tion he submitted to the legislature at 
the next sitting following auch aliena- : 
tions, within lifttoon days after the 
opening thereof." ' 
Tide Lands. ^ 

Tlio following clause, Ko. S4, is new: 
"There shall be reserved a strip of 
land, one chain in width, jneasured 
from high-water mark, from all crown 
land extending, to the sea, or any in- ; 
lot tliereof. The land so rosprvod, or ' 
any portion thereof, may bo used for 
a highway, or may bo leased or grant- 
ed upon such terms as the lieutenant- 
governor in council may deem proper." ^ 

In all former crown grants the above 
exception was recorded In tlio actual 
papers. This raakes it statutory. 

The following clauso. No. 94, "The 
provisions in connection with the re- 
servation of royalty on coal contained 
In the two jireceding sections shall 
cease to be operative from and after 
the iSrst day of July, 1908," was ne- 
cessary In the light of the amendment 
to the Coal Tax act which goes Into 
.force July 1, 1908. 

In Case of Dispute, 

The following is a new section. No. 
123; 

In any application under the pro- 
visions of this act regarding •which 
any adverse claim or protest may 
have beto lodged, or objection taken, 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works, or the assistant commissioner 
of lands and works for the district, 
when so directed by the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, shall have 
power to hear, settle and determine 
the rights of the adverse claimants, 
and. to make such order in the prem- 
ises as he may deem' just, and for all 
and any of the purpo"Sos aforesaid lie 
shall have full power to sum.mon and 
examine under oatli the parlies and 
witnesses, but such decision and or- 
der, if made by an assistant commis- 
sioner, if any, shall be subject to re- 



view bv the chief commissioner of 
lands and works, and subject to tip - 
peal as prd.vlded .by section 106 of tills

Shanghai, Feb. IS..— General;' Tung 
Fuh Slang, the leader of .tlio Boxers in 
the uprising in 1000, is dead. Ho had 
been banished to Kansu. 

General Tung Fuh Slang was re- 
garded at one time as the ablest and 
most powerful of tho Chinese gener- 
als, lie was neither a Chinaman nor 
a Mancliu,' but was born In Central 
Asia anion'g Mohammedan people. His 
early career Is unknown, but nearly 
twenty ycar.s ago ho was a brigadier 
general in Akua, Kashagria. Later he 
was entrusted with the task of suh- 
jugating tho Tungan rebellion in tho 
province of Kansu, in which he was 
conspicuously 'successful. For that he 
was put in command of the troops in 
Shcnsi and Kansu. 

In the uprising in 1000 he appeared 
at Pekin at tho head of ten thousand 
troops, largely recruited from ex-Mo- 
hammcdans. When the anti-foreign 
outbreak came to a head General Tung 
was the one commander who achieved 
any succes.'s against the allies. In 
February, 1901, in conformity with tho 
demands made by the ministers of the 
powers, General TuiigJ:' together with 
other leaders In the uprising, was- or- 
dered to be degraded and deprived of 
his rank.

Representative of British Company, 
Heard Before Comniittee — Some 
Opinions Differ 




Ottawa, Feb. 19.— B. Hall Brown, 
Montreal man:iger for the London and 
Lancashire Life insurance company, 
v/as heard today on behalf of Brltlsii 
life insurance companies doing busi-, 
ness in Canada before tho Commons 
banking and commerce committee in 
connection with the government insur- 
ance bill. Mr. Brown advocated a 
quinquennial distribution of prollts to 
policy-holders and tho assumption of:, 
theee profits as a liability on new busl-;.'- 
ness from the day tho bill goes Into 
effect, and on old business after 1914, 

He opposed all statutory limitation 
of expenses. Ho submitted forms in 
which ho thought tho insurance com- 
panies should bo made to report to 
the insurance department to obtain the 
fullest publicity. British companies 
had nothing to say about the insurance' 
department that was uncomplimentary. 
In tho United States tlie departments 
had given the companies a clean bill 
of health up to the time of the Arm- 
strong committee of inquiry. In 
Canada the Insurance depajc.tmenti.jmd 
been aware in advance of ' a,ll.'.the|-,lr- 
rogularities that^the royal ooiniriisslon 
had brought out. Concluding,., Mr. 
Brown advised the.gpveifhinent to fol- 
low British -.rather than American , 
standards In. Iris'ur-ance law.

Royal City Grocers Object to Vancou- 
ver Wholesalers Filling Retail 
Orders 



New Westminster, Feb. 19. — War 
has been declared between the vvhole- 
sale and retail grocers of this city 
and Vancouver over what the retailers 
allege is unfair treatment at the hands 
of the large dealers. 

Some time ago, retailers say, they 
became aware of the fact that the 
wholesale men were supplying hotels, 
restaurants, logging camps and other 
large consumers of groceries at whole- 
sale prices, aAd 'thu^ cutting -the : re- 
tail man off from 'any chance of ''se- 
curing the trade, and this they claimed 
was unfair, since the wholesaler se- 
cured his main trade from the retailer.' 

A request was nlade to the .whole- 
salers to stop the practice, but some 
refused, and a meeting of the retail- 
ers of this city and A'^ancouver v,-as 
held this wek, when It was decided: 
that unless the wholesaler.s agreed! 
within a certain time to stop the prac- 
tice of selling to any one but those 
in the trade, the grocers would buy 
their supplies from the East, or from 
those who signed an agreement to stop 
the objectionable practice. Some of

— Ncchaco Valley 
in Cariboo district, which will be tra- 
versed by the Grand Trunk Pacillc 
Railway, ■will be the objective this 
spring of hundreds of settlors from the 
middle states. 

Twenty-two thousand acres of land 
have already been disposed of. Of this 
quaiitity eight thousand acres have 
been secured by German Lutherans of 
Wisconsin, who Intend to establish a 
colony. The valley is situated about 
320 miles north of Ashcroft. 

News of th-e impending trock was 
given out today by J. F. Appleton, of 
Crystal, North Dakota, who returned 
from the East a few days ago. Mr. 
Appleton visited the Nechaco valley 
last year and acquired 52,000 acres of 
farm lands there. Ho was formerly 
engaged in banking in his native state. 

"At least 100 settlers with their 
families from the middle states will 
locate in the valley in May," said he. 
"The majority of them have bought 
farms averaging 240 acres at the rate 
of $12 per acre. "Their representatives 
in many Instances have already. visited 
the valley and , reported, favorably, on 
its agricultural -possibilities. >, Grain of 
all kinds, roots and vegetables can be 
raised there to. perfeotion, There will 
be '.^ a. cash market for- their products 
owing to the early.^construction of the 
Grand Trunk PaciflQ. railway. 

"As the demand for. land still con- 
tinues the initial Influx will be largely 
increased during the summer months. 
A tract of land comprising 8,000 acres 
has been acquired by German Luther- 
ans oi: Minnesota. They intend to es- 
tablish a model colony. Fifty settlers 
will be the nucleus of the colony early 
1« the spring. After getting in their 
crops they will send for their families. 
The journey there will be made in 
wagons from Ashcroft. Access to the 
valley will soon be simplified as the 
government and the G. T. P. are co- 
operating in building a wagon road 
through northern Cariboo in order to 
facilitate the bri-nging in of railway 
supplies. Tiie Nechaco valley can 
easily support a large population as it 
contains 150,000 acres of lirst class 
farm -land and 60,000 acres of second 
class land."
